HE WOUNDS OFFICER O’ DONOGHUE. 


Herman Siegler, a cabinet maker, living at 
No. 723 North Paulina street, got up early 
yesterday morning, went to his brother's 
house and borrowed a shotgun on the 
pretext that he wanted to go hunting, returned 
home, shot and kiiled his father and mother- 
jn-law, seriously wounded his wife, and filled 
a policeman’s nose full of buckshot, he in re- 
turn getting a bullet in his abdomen from 
another officer’s revolver. ‘ 

His work of death was done mainly in the 
house in which he lived, but after policemen 
were summoned the battle waged between 
him from the house and the officers from the 
street. He emptied a double-barrelea shot- 
gun at them a dozen times and bullets from 
their revolvers flew.in his direction as rapidly 
as fingers could pull the triggers. 

Thousands of people, attracted by the fusil- 
jade, swarmed around the house, «and wlien 
Officer Dan McCarthy finally grappied with 
and overcame the murderer they fairly howled 
for his blood.. Some one started the cry,

leads of officers were on the ground 
they had a herculean task to prevent the in- 
furiated people from making short shrift of 
the then cowering murderer. Men fought 
with each other to get at Siegler, each howl- 
ing “ Kill bim!’”’ “ Lynch the brute ’ Step 
by step the officers, with drawn revolvers, 
forced their way through the crowd, and even 
when the prisoner was placed in the East Chi- 
cago patrol-wagon the danger was not over, 
for the horses were thrown back on their 
haunches, while men tried to climb over the 
wheels and steps to get at the object of their 
wrath. He was finally removed in safety to 
the East Chicago Avenue Police Station and 
subsequently to the County Hospital.

Mr. Siles, hearing the shot and the screain 
of his murdered wife, came running down- 
stairs. Though an oid man and frail, he tried 
to grapple with the murderer. Siegler threw 
him off easily, drew down his gun 
and shot him. The load of buck- 
shot. tore through Siles’ right arm 
and entered his side. He fell prostrate over 
his murdered wife, but managed to again 
grapple with Sieglér. As they struggled for 
possession of the gun Mrs. Siegler and her 
children ran for the front door. 
Kilis Mr. Siles. 

As she threw it open Mr. Siles, weak from 
loss of blood and unable to continue the fight, 
made his escape, closely followed by Siegler. 
Mr, Siles turned again when on the sidewalk 
and threw up his hand in a deprecating way, 
when Siegler shot him again in the neck 
and face and the old man fell over dead. 
Turning fromm this body Siegler saw his 
wife, babe in arms, running down the street. 
As she looked back he leveled the gun at her. 
She screamed ‘QO, Herman!”’ as he fired. 
The shots struck her in the back of the should- 
er, side of the neck, and right arm. She saved 
the life of her child by changing its position 
in her arms. 
Seeing that his wife had escaped Siegler 
gave a look down the street and then ran into 
the house. 
The shooting caused a panic in the Bethle- 
hem Lutheran Church directly. across the 
street. Shots from the murderer’s gun rattled 
against the walls and broke the win- 
dows of the church. The audience 
arose and dashed for the exits. 
Women fainted and children screamed when 
the sexton, by the orders of the pastor, the 
Rev. Mr. Eisner, locked the doors issuing out 
on the Paulina street side and the parishioners 
fell over each other in escaping by the Mce- 
Reynolds street entrances. 
The quick succession of shots seemingly 
aroused the entire neighborhood and thousands 
of people came running from all directions. 
Some citizen turned in an alarm to the police 
and the North Avenue Station putrol wagon 
came rattling up. Offiéers Simmonsen and 
Looby ran up to the house with drawn re- 
volvers. Siegler pushed open the front door, 
stepped out, and taking deliberate aim at 
Simmonsen fired, but fortunately missed 


him. 
Siegler Is Wounded. 


The plucky officer leveled his revolver and 
fired three shots, the last bullet striking Sieg- 
ler in the side, and he thereupon retreated 
into the house. 

‘* Burn the house!’’ shouted the infuriated 
people. 

Patrol wagons heavily manned came dash- 
ing through the crowd on a gallop from Raw- 
son, West Chicago Av2nue, and Attrill Street 
‘Stations. The officers carried the dead body 
of Henry Siles, which had hitherto been cov- 
ered by Siegler’s gun, into the house ofa 
neighbor, and the worren and children in the 
crowd were driven back. 

Then Officers O’ Donoghue and Foley of the 
patrol wagon crew of station No. 33 ran up 
toward the front door. Siegler, who stood 
just inside, like a wild beast at bay, hearing 
them coming fired through the door. The 
shots caught Officer O’ Donoghue, whvu reeled, 
but managed to get his revolver into 
the door opening and fired every shot in it. 
O’ Donoghue ran into the yard and dodged be- 
hind a tree, but not in time to escape a charge 
of shot fired by Siegler, who had come to the 
door as soon ashe retreated. His nose and 
face were badly torn. As the echo of this shos 
died away Siegler ran from the front door and 
discharged both barrels of his gun at random 
toward the officers, who stood thirty feet 
away. The fire was returned, and windows 
were riddied and the door perforated. He 
dodged back safely, reloaded his gun, and 


emerged. 
Captured by McCarthy. 


He slowly leveled his gun toward the officers, 
who stood north of the house. One of them 
leveled his revolver at himn, and while his at- 
tention was thus momentarily attracted De- 
tective McCarthy of the East Chicago Avenue 
Station ran in from behind, and in a second 
had him safely pinioned. 

The crowd had maintained a discreet 
distance while the shooting was in progress, 
but when Siegler was captured they made a 


wild rush for him. “Hang him!’’ 
** Lynch him !” roared the people 
as they crushed in on _ the officers. 


The police in charge®@f the prisoner shouted 
for heip to their brother officers, and finally, 
to save Siegler’s life, he was pushed into the 
house. The four patrol-wagons were finally 
forced through the clamorous crowd and 
drawn up in line at the sidewalk edge in front 
of the house. 

The police force, numbering fifty men, 
formed and crowded the people back into the 
street beyond the wagons.. The prisoner was 


brought out. His face was white, his 
knees trembled, and two officers had 
to support him to the # wagon. 


Again the wild howl for vengeance went up. 
As he was helped into the wagon a man wear- 
ing a silk hat broke through the police linés 
and leveled a revolver at the prisoner’s head, 
but it was knocked from his hands by a po- 
liceman. He was placed under arrest, but 
was quickly rescued. 

Determined to Lynch Him, 
The driver of the wagon lashed his horses, 
but they did not move. Infuriated men held 
them by the bits and bridles while others 
tried to climb. into the wagon. The officers 
made Siegler lie down in the bed of the 
wagon, while with club and revolver they 
drove the crowd back. Finally the way was 
cleared and Siegler was taken to the West 
Chicago Avenue Station. There he made a 
statement to Capt. Kipley which he signed. 
It is as follows: 
My name is Herman Siegler. About 8 :30 o’clock 
this morning I went to my brother’s house, Will- 
iam Siegler, No. 893 North Hoyne avenue, to get a 
gun. As I wae told by our Lord, up above, to go and 
get a gun, I didit. 1 was born to rule this coun- 
try. The Lord said to me: “Today is the day of 
judgment and you've got to be there.”” I brought 
the gun home and put it in the clothes closet 
and after a while I took it out. Then my mother- 
in-law came down-stairs. She is a witch. She 
said to me “* You’ve got to die,” and I said “I 
will not go where you want to send me.”” I shot 
her in the hall. The eld man came down-stairs, 
and 1 was confused. I fired at the old man and 
shot him. I then went out on the steps and patrol 
wagon came up. Then I was confised altogether. 
I have been sick and have had trouble. 
Siegler’s wound bled profusely and he was

SAYS SPIRITS TOLD HIM TO KILL, 


Siegler Declares His Victims Were Bad 
and the Lord Wanted Them Removed. 
Siegler was taken to the County Hospital in 

charge of Officer Cullin of the West Chicag> 

Avenue Station and placed in a private room 

pear the fifth ward. He was perfectly. calm, 

and apparently satisfied with his awful work. 

He talked to the officers and attendants about 

it, and, although at times rambling and in- 

coherent, said that he had done a pretty good 
job, and if his aininunition bad only held out 
he would have killed every one in the neigh- 
borhvood. 

While waiting for the doctors he talked with 
a reporter for Tux Trisunz, to whom he said: 

“*T have known for some time that I had 
got to kill the people living in the house with 
me. They are evil spirits, and gave me no 
rest day or night. At night, especially, they 
caused me great suffering, and the Lora told 
‘me some time ago that I would have to kill 
them. Last night I was so troubled I couldn’t 
sleep, and this morning the Lord commanded 
me to putanend to my suffering by killing 
the devils.”’ 

Then he began to ramble and talked about 
the evil spirits who came down on him thicker 
than bees, evidently alluding to the crowd 
that gathered after the shooting. Then he 
would talk about his former home in Ger- 
many and people whom he had known there. 
A sharply-pvft question would bring him back 
from his rambling, but he could not be maae 
to talk of anything but evil spirits, 

The wound, which is in the right abdominal 
wall about three inches below the ribs, gave 
him little or no pain, and when the attendant 
washed and poured alcohol on the wound he 
did not flinch. He insisted that there was no 
bullet in his body, that the Lord was protect- 
ing him, and caused the bullet that made the 
wound to strike the stock of his gun first and 
glance downward, grazing him. His state- 
ment was belied, however, by the appearance 
of the wound, which was a small round spot 
with a considerable area of discoloration 
around it. 

Spirits Bothered Him at Work. 

It was nearly three hours after Siegler 
reached the hospital before the doctor ar- 
rived, and during this interval he talked al- 
most constantly with Officer Cullen, and be- 
came somewhat nervous as the hours went by. 
r He told the officer over and over again prac- 
tically the same story about the shooting that 
he told the reporter for Tue Tripunsg. He 
also said that he was born in Germany thirty- 
seven years ago, and had lived in this country 
for twenty-five years, and that he worked 
at Woilf Bros.’ sash, door, and blind 
factory on Erie street.~ He said that 
he had not been sick enough 
to lose a day from his work for several 
months, but that the evil spirits bothered him 
even at his work, and made trouble all the 
time. He also toid the officer that he tired 
fifteen shots, and had not that exhausted his 
ammunition he never would have been taken 
alive. He insisted that he was not a drinking 
man, but took his “‘schnapps ”’ regularly every 
morning and night, but never drank exces- 
sively and was never drunk in his life. 

Several times during the afternoon he had 
spells of silent weeping. The tears would roll 
down his cheeks and he would quietly wipe 
them away with the sheet that covered him. 
He explained this by saying that he was so 
happy now that he was relieved of the pres- 
ence of the evil spirits which had haunted him 
so long. ah i 
The Wound Not Dangerous, 

Drs. Murphy and Lee, who were telephoned 
for upon Siegler’s arrival at the hospital, did 
not arrive until nearly 5 o’clock. When they 
came Siegler was placed under the influence 
of chloroform, and Dr. Murphy conducted the 
examination. An incision large enough to 
admit the hand was made at the point where 
the bullet entered, and an examination made 
of the abdominal cavity. No bullet marks 
were found on the intestines, and the course 
of the bullet was traced back of tne large in- 
testines, grazing the liver, and lodging in the 
musclea of the back. As the location was not 
dangerous it was decided not to extract the 
bullet. Along the track of the bullet. was 
fuund shreds of clothing, which, more than 
the ball itself, the doctors say, may cause 
peritonitis, but they claim that he has a large 
percentage in favor of his rapid recovery. 

After the operation Siegler recovered quickly 

from the effects of the anesthetic and ap- 
peared glad to find himself still in the land of 
the living. He was removed to a private 
roorn, where he will be closely guarded night 
and day by the police until he either recovers 
or dies. 
It is the opinion of the doctors and attend- 
ants at the hospital, from their superficial 
knowledge of the man’s condition, that either 
the man isinsane or a clevershammer. It 
will require some time and close watching, 
they say, to definitely determine his mental 
condition, and they will keep a sharp wateh 
over his talk and actions. | 


HOW SIEGLER RECEIVED HIS WOUND. 


Officer Simmonsen, the Man Who Inflicted 
It, Tells of the Encounter. 
Officer Julius Simmonsen of the North Ave- 
nue Police Station, whose revolver inflicted 
the only serious wound that the murderer re- 
ceived, told a graphic story of the arrest. The 
North avenue patrol wagon was the first to 
arrive at the scene of the tragedy. In it were 
officers Simmonsen and John R. Looby. The 
driver was John Dunlap. Simmonsen said: 
“* It was a citizen’s call that came in for us 
from the box at North avenue and Wood, now 
callei Lincoln avenue, We thought it was a 
stampede at the Church of the Annunciation, 
or something of that kind. The man who 
sent the call said that all the patrol wagons in 
the city would be wanted, so we looked for a 
church fire or the collapse of some building. 
I need hardly tell you we did not lose any 
time getting there. About a block from the 
place we met a boy who tried to tell us what 
was the matter, but he was so excited he could 
hardly talk. We did not wait to 
hear from him, but dashed right down 
to where the crowd was. There were a 
thousand persons around the house at that 
time. Befone we captured the man there were 
at lease 5,000 people there. We lost no time 
in getting into the thick of the crowd, where 
we knew we would find the cause of the

Donoghue Shot in the Face. 


‘* We had all taken safe positions in the ad- 
joining doorways waiting to decide the best 
way to get the murderer without losing our 
own lives. Jerry took & peep around the tree 
just as Siegler came to the door and was in 
the act of firing. So of the shot struck 
Jerry in the nose and the biood streamed over 
his face. Siegier retreated again into the 
hall and I went around to the rear of the 
house to prevent him from escaping that way 
in case he should try it, When [ came back 
again he was arrested by Officer McCarthy of 
the Chicago Avenue Station. 

‘*We had hard work to save Siegler from 
the crowd. Well, youcan guess what an ex- 
cited mob is. They struck at him from all 
sides and we had te threaten them with our 
revolvers before they let us get him into the 
wagon.” 


PART PLAYED BY O’DONOGHUE., 
His Narrow Escape from Death—How His 
Nose Was Injured, 

Policeman Jeremiah O’Donoghue was hav- 
ing his nose fixed up by Dr. H. J. Burwaslr at 
No, 1218 Milwaukee avenue when he was seen 
by the reporter for Tae Tripune. He is at- 
tached to the Rawsun Street Station, and with 
Dan McCarthy of the;Chicago Avenue Station 
took a prominent partin the capture of Sieg- 
ler. The patrol-wagon on which he came was 
the second to arrive on the scene. Policeman 
Simmonsen had expeaded all his bullets in 
firing at Siegler and had retreated to reload. 

As the resu!t of bis @ncounter with the mur- 
derer 0’ Donoghue hag his nose badly injured 
and his coat over his h@art is full of shot holes. 
One of the shot grain@ pierved his collar and 
left a mark just over earotid artery, in- 
bedding itself in the skin of the neck. The 
shot that made a sievé of his coat, a little to 
the tront and above his shield, was the one 
fired at him when he epened the’ rooin door. 
The wound on hie nése was from the shot 
which Siegier fired while the officer stood be- 
hind the tree. 

Greeted with Shot. 

This is O’ Donogh story : 

** I went up-the inute I got there. 
The front door was open and I went in. I 
noticed the body of the woman lying in the 
hall. The first door I came to I opened and 
had only got it ajara few inches when the 
fellow fired atme. The charge vf shot car- 
ried off a long piece of the edge of the door 
and struck me on the breast. At the same in- 
stant I felt a grain of shot stimg me in the 
neck. That one went through my collar. I 
did not feel those which struck my coat. 
I put my revolverin through the crack of the 
door and kept tirmg at Siegler until the cham- 
bers were empty. Then I pulled the door to 
and some of the men shouted to me to come 
out. I thought it good advice and so I went 
and stood on the other side of a tree. 
“Evidently Siegler had followed me to the 
Goor so that when I took a look around the 
tree to investigate he fired at me. Some of 
the shot struck me on the nose. Most of the 
charge, however, buried itself in the tree. 
Policeman Looby pointed his revolver at 
Siegler and told him to dropthe gun. Whether 
any heed was paid to him by the man I do not 
know, but he lowered the gun by his right 
side till the muzzle was almost straight at the 
ground, 


Captured by McCarthy. 
“The next thing we knew was that Dan Mc- 
Carthy had him in his arms with his right 
hand clutching him by the throat and the left 
holding fast to the gun. The detective had 
grasped him from behind and got a firm hoid 
on both the gun and the man: We were not 
long in getting to McCarthy’s aid. We had 
more trouble with the crowd than with Sieg- 
ler, for the men who were in the mob did 
their best to get him from us. It looked for 
a time as if we could not save Siegler from 
being lyuched, but we all had revolvers in our 
hands and made believe we would use them. 
‘“* After we got the man away some distance 
in the wagon most of the policemen return ed 
to see what was the extent of the work done 
by Siegler.

BULLET IN HIS BRAIN. 


J, IRWIN VEEDER, THE ATTORNEY, 
TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


While Convalescing from an Attack of 
Malarial Fever He Shoots Himself in 
the Temple with a Kevolver and Dies 
in an Hour—Charles Peck, with Whom 
He Resided, Thinks the Suicide Was 
Premeditated—No One Knows Any Other 
Cause than Illness. 


J. Irwin Veeder, the lawyer, shot himself in 
the temple in his room at No, 6110 Ogleaby 
avenue at 12:30 p.m. yesterday. He died in 
an hour. Mr. Veeder was a member of the 
firm of Raymond & Veeder, who have an office 
in the Monadnock Building. 

Mr. Veeder was taken sick with malarial 
fever last Tuesday and was confined to his 
bed. He was attended by Dr. J. W. MacLach- 
lan of Fifty-seventh street and Lake avenue 
and was rapidly recovering. Yesterday at 
about 12:30 o’clock the convalescent sent his 
nurse, Miss H. Wiltme, to the pantry to bring 


him a glass of milk. He was caim 
in his request, and no . suspicion 
of his object suggested itself to her 


mind. She left the sick man alone while she 
went to procure the milk. On her return she 
found Veeder lying on the bed unconscious with 
blood streaming from a wound in the nght 
temple. Gripped tightly in his right hand 
was a large revolver, with which he had fired 
a bullet into his head. He lived but an hour, 
and his remains were taken to Watkin’s 
morgue, No, 5133 Lake avenue, 

fo the knowledge of his friends Veeder had 
had no trouble whith would cause his 
suicide, and it is believed that he was rendered 
temporarily insane from his sickness. De- 
spite this fact he conversed intelligently and 
the family with whom he lived suspected 
nothing. The revolver with which he did the 
shooting was hisown and was kept in his 
trunk, After he had shot himself the 
trunk lid was found open. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Peck, wholive in the 
house, were sitting in a room below and 
heard the shot, but thinking something had 
dropped on the floor and caused the noise 
they gave no further attention to it until the 
nurse opened the door and screamed. Dr. 
Hilton of No, 342 Sixty-third street was called 
in to attend the dying man. 

Thinks It Was Premeditated. 


Mr. Peck said yesterday: “I had not the 
slightest suspicion of Veeder’s intention, al- 
though now that it is done I can see that it 
was premeditated. He told me Saturday 
evening that if he died tomorrow for us to 
make no fuss, and bury him quietly. I 
thought he referred to his sickness, but I now 
believe that he then contemplated suicide. He 
war alway jolly, and to my knowledge never 
had trouble. He must have been de- 
mented from his sickness, although 
he talked and acted rationally. 
The only reason I have for thinking the 
suicide was premediated was from what he 
told me Saturday night. Veeder was about 33 
years of age and has lived with us for hearly 
two years. He was a man who said little 
about his affairs, and it may be that he has 
had trouble about which he said nothing.”’ 

J. H. Raymond, Veeder’s law partner, lives 
in Evanston. When. notified of his partner’s 
death yesterday afternoon he at once left to 
take charge of the remains. The news was a 
shock to Mr. Raymond, as he had only been 
informed of Veeder’s illness yesterday morn- 
ing. He was not at home last evening, but 
Mrs. Raymond said: 

“Tam more than surprised to hear that 

Mr. Veeder has shot himself. I know of no 
cause for it. He and my husband were close 
friends....T were nO business embarrass- 
ments, and nothmg so far as I know that 
would prompt him to take his life. My hus 
band just returned last evening from a week’s 
absence in New York. This morning his 
chief clerk telephoned him that Mr. Veeder 
was ill and this afternoon he had a message 
that he was dead. This message did not sug- 
gest suicide. 
“Mr. Veeder’ has been in my husband’s 
office nine years, and for two years he has 
been Mr. Raymond’s partner. In all ways he 
was a talented man. He wasa fine mechan- 
ical expert and an accomplished violinist. 
Last Monday he left the office saying to the 
chief clerk that he was not feeling well. Last 
Wednesday his physician left word at the 
office that he was threatened with typhoid- 
fever. There was no trouble in the office, and 
Iam sure it was nothing of this sort that 
prompted suicide.”’

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MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF WILL 6. 
POLLIS AT SIOUX OITY. 


His Body Found Partly Buried in the Mud 
Under the Electrie Car Bridge—Every 


Night—Blood Found Where the Tragedy 
Was Committed—A Leading Man in Sev- 
eral Financial Institutions of Sioux Citys 


Sioux Crry, Ia., Nov. 20.—[Special. |—Will 
8. Follis,a promment business-man and 
resident of this city for twenty-five years, left 
Junk’s saloon and started for his home Fri- 
day night at 90’clock. He had to cepss the 
electric car bridge across Perry Creek, 4 
block and a half distant. Yesterday, at noon, 
his body was found tying in the water about 
ten fect below the bridge. The forehead had 
aterrible gash, apparently made by a blunt 
instrument like a coupling-pin, and the skull 
was crushed. Follis was not seen alive after 
he left Junk’s saloon. : 

The bridge is a wooden structure, carrying 
a double track for the electric car company. 
Along the north or up-stream side there runs a 
foot walk guarded by a secure railing.° The 
tracks and walk are about twenty feet above 
the creek bed, which carries now a shallow, 
sluggish stream insufficient to float a corpse. 
The tracks are laid on ties irregularly set and 
not covered with planks. 

Follis was familiar with the bridge, passing 
over it every day. He could not have fallen 
or been thrown over the railing on the north 
side, or his body would have been found im- 
mediately beneath. The water is far too 
shallow to floata body. It is exceedingly im- 
probable that he would have walked on the 
ties outside the footway, and if he had it 
would have been impossible for him to have 
fallen to the place where the body was found. 
It would be almost impossible for any man 
to leap ‘that far. There was nothing where he 
fell to inflict the terrible wound on the fore- 
head. The body fell in a pool of water three 
feet deep, at the bottom of which was nothing 
but yielding mud. 

Condition in Which the Body Was Found. 

The head and trunk were under water and 
the feet resting on the edge of the soft bank, 
on which, however, there were no imprints of 
approaching footsteps, nor sign of any strug- 
gle. The nature of the wound was such that 
it could not possibly be self-inflicted. 

All these facts were brought out at the first 
session of the Coroner’s inquest, which will be 
resumed tomorrow. The theory of the-police, 
therefore, is that Follis was siugged on the 
bridge on the footwalk by hghwaymen, who, 
finding that he was killed and becoming 
alarmed, then hurriedly carried it across the 
railroad tracks to the South Side and hurled 
it into the channei below. 

The bridge is through a dark lonely spot, 
although near the business center of the 
city. There 1s no electric light near it. 

On the railing. by the footwalk in the mid- 
dle of the bridge, is a great spot of fresh 
blood which might have been caused by fall- 
ing against it after receiving the gash in the 
forehead, and there are signs of dripp.ng 
therefrom, but no other evidence on or about 
the spot. 

The most important testimony before the 
Coroner’s jury brings out the fact that two 
men were seen loitermg about the bridge Fri- 
day night. A boy who lives near saw two 
men standing a long time on the bridge at al- 
most the exact spot where the blvod clot was 
found on the railing, and they were standing 
there when he last saw them, but the boy is 
unable to give a description of them or to iden- 
tify them. The police have madeevery effort 
to trace them but without success. Today 
the bed of the stream has been dragged and 
careful search has been made in every direc- 
tion for any weapon with which the murder 
might have been committed, but nothing has 
been found. 


Was a Leading Financial Man. 

Mr. Follis was connected with several finan- 
cial institution. He had been for a great 
many years Secretary of the Mechanics’ Loan 
and Building Association. He was not in the 
habit of carrying large sums on his person, 
but sometimes payments were made to him 
after banking hours. On the day of his 
death he was about town making 
collections for the loan association. In the 
afternoon, from 4 until 7 o’vilock, he was in 
the Tremont saloon, which is attached to a 
hotel owned by a friend, with whom he chat- 
ted along time. At 8 o’clock that evening he 
was in Jack Ryan’s saloon on Pearl street. At 
9 o’clock he was in Junk’s saloon on the cor- 
ner of Pearl and Fifth streets, just a block 
and a haif from the place where his body was 
found the next day. 

During the evening he took several drinks 
in the saloons, but many witnesses who saw 
him about the time he started home say he 
was not under the influence of liquor at all, 
nor was he in the habit of getting intoxi- 
cated. 

It is impossible tg find that he showed con- 
siderable sums of money in the saloons or 
elsewhere, or that he had any tnoney except 
the $4 in silver found undisturbea in his pock- 
et. He had a gold watch which was not 
touched. 

Investigation fails to show that any suspic- 
ious characters were watching or following 
him at any time. Itis impossible that he 
could have been struck by thé electric cars or 
by them thrown to the place where the corpse 
was found. 

All that is positively known is that at about 
9 o’clock he left Junk’s saloon to go home, 
starting in the direction of the neighboring 
bridge and then vanished. The rest remains 
a mystery upon which the police are working 
with all industry, but as yet with no success, 
except to make improbable and aimost im- 
possible any theory except that of murder. 
Mr. Follis was one of the must popular men 
in the city. He was exceedingly modest and 
quiet, and had the implicit contidence of the 
community. Some years ago he was elect2d 
County Recorder, and later was Justice of the 
Peace two years. From 1881 he conducted a 
real estate and abstract office. He was Secre- 
tary of the Lincoin Park company and the 
Julia Mica Mining company, For nine years 
he was director and Secretary of the Mechan- 
ics’ Building Association. He had other in- 
vestments and associations which gave him a 
wide business acquaintance. He was a mem- 
ber of the Catholic Church and prominent in 
Catholic societies. He leaves a wife and three 
sons.

How the Head of the General Land Office 
Arose by His Own Efforts. 

Des Mornezs, Ia., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]— 
William Mason Stone, ex-Governor of Iowa, 
who was yesterday appointed by the President 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, was 
born in Jefferson County, N. Y., Oct. 14, 1827. 
At an early age he went with his parents to 
Ohio. In that State he grew up and obtained 
a meager education. At the age of 13 he be- 
gan life for himself as a hired man on a farm. 
‘wo years later he becamea team driver on 
the Ohio Canal, and at the age of 18 was ap- 
prenticed to a chairmaker. This business he 
followed until he was 24 years old, in the 
same year, so industriously had he appled 
hiunself, he was admitted to the Ohio bar. 
Since 1854 he has been lawyer, Judge, editor, 
Captain, Major, Colonel, and Governor, and 
he has filled every office with ability. He 
came to lowa in 1854 and began the practice 
of jaw at Knoxville, The next year he founded 
the Knoxville Journai, which is’still one of the 
strongest papers of the State. As editor of 
the popes he was one of the first to suggest 
the @ing of a convention to organize the 
Republican party. By that first convention 
he was named as Presidential Elector. The 
beginning of his public career began in 
that convention. In February, 1857, he 
was nominated for District Judge 
and was . was after- 
wards reélected, and from the bench he en- 
tered the army. While hoidmg court in 
Washington County the news reached him 
that Fort Sumter had been fired upon. He 
announced that the court would stand ad- 
journed until the Union had been saved. He 
returned to Knoxville and raised a company, 
of which he was made Captain. He was as- 
signed to the Third Iowa Infantry in May,

TRIPLE TRAGEDY IN MINNESOTA. 


A Man Kills His Wife, Then a Friend, and 
Turns His Weapon on Himself. 

Srrver Lear, Minn., Nov. 20.—[Special. ]— 
A terrible triple tragedy occurred here late 
last night. J. M. Vansickler shot his wife, 
F. C. Brown of Fargo, N. D., and then him- 
seif. Mr. and Mrs. Vansickier died almost 
immediately.

Brown is a printer by trade and last worked 
on the Fargo Forum. He has been camping 
and hunting for the last month near the house 
of Vansickler, who was a farmer aged 40,

| Brown a keg of beer and were 
having a carousal. The house is an 
ordinary looking structure with a

Vansickler and 
his wife became abusive to each other, ana he 
told her to shut up or he would shoot her, and 
she said: “Shoot ahead.”’ He then went into 
the bedroom, brought out a revolver, and told 
his wife if she didn’t shut up he would shoot 
her. She again answered: “Shoot ahead.” 
He fired and broke her wrist, and she ran 
through the open door irto the kitchen, but 
before she could escape Vansickler pickea up 
Brown’s Wiochester rifle and fired through 
the door two shots in rapid _ suc- 
cession, both taking effect at once, and 
she dropped dead. He turned and fired at 
Brown, who was trying to escape into the bed. 
room, and was not overten feet away, the 
bullet passing through the thigh. Then, with- 
out a word, he turned the muzzle to his own 
side and sent a bullet completely through 
himself. Heturned and said: “I shot my 
wife, myself, and Brown.”’ When the neigh- 
bors arrived they found Vansickler had put 
the muzzle of his Winchester to his mouth and 
blown the top of his head off.

A PRESORIPTION OLERK IN DETROIT 
SHOT IN GOLD BLOOD. 


Fred 4. Kelly Aroused at 4 O’clock in the 
Morning to Fill a Prescription for Frank 
L. Hayes—The Boy Driven into the 
Cellar at the Point of a Revelver, Then 
Shot Down—Jealousy ‘Over the Loss of 

a Position in the Store Thought to Be 
the Motive—Prisoner Remains Cool. 

Derxort, Mich., Nov, 20.—|Special.)]—The 
criminal wave that has been passing over De- 
troit has within the last thirty days carried 
with it four murders, the last being the most 
cold-blooded and deliberate of them all. 

Early yesterday morning Fred H. Kelly, a 
light-hearted boy of 18 years, prescription 
clerk in Valdwell’s drug store, was found in 
‘the basement of the store with a bullet in his 
brain, There was no sign of a struggle, and 
Mr. Caldwell declared nothing had been taken 
from the store. A theory of suicide would have 
been set up had not the murderer locked the 
cellar stair door as he passed out. The boy was 
not known to have had an enemy in the world, 
and the police were at first bafiled by the ap- 
parent lack of motive in the crime. 

The entire detective force of the city was 
let loose on the case, and before night Frank 
L. Hayes was locked up in the Central Sta- 
tion charged with the crime. Hayes is under 
20 years of age, an ex-prescription clerk, who 
had but the slightest acquaintance with his 
victim. He asserts his innocence in the face 
of the most damning proof. 

The evidence is that some time after 4 
o’clock yesterday morning Kelly was aroused 
by the night-bell, and, slipping on his trousers 
and slippers, admitted Hayes, who presented 
a prescription signed by ** Dr. Wilson.” Kelly 
knew Hayes, who a week before had a pre- 
scription filled during the night. 

Ordered His Victim Down Cellar. 

Hayes allowed Kelly te fill his order and en- 
ter it in the books when without warning he 
pulled a revolver and ordered the boy into the 
cellar. Kelly obeyed, and when half way 
down the stairs Hayes fired, the ball striking 
his victirn in the head near the crown, bury- 
ing itself at the base of the brain. Hayes 
then locked the cellar door from the store 
side, tried the safe, rabbed the tili, and, tak- 
ing his victim’s overcoat and revolver, went 
out, leaving one front door unlocked. 

All this is certain except his method of get- 
ting the boy into the cellar. The prescrip- 
tion was filled, and there was nothmg to go 
into the basement for, besides, Kelly had iron- 
clad instructions never to gu into the cellar at 
night when any ope was in the store. 

ln conversation with Mr. Caldwell the de- 
tectives learned that Hayes had been dis- 
charged froin his employ last May, Kelly 
getting his situation. Shortly after his dis- 
charge $15 was stolen from the store. Sus- 
picion pointed to Hayes, but nothing could be 
proved against him. The young man has done 
little or nothing since last May. He has been 
hard up and at times despondent. Although 
Kelly was in no way respensible for Hayes’ 
discharge, the latter probably had no kindly 
feeling for him, 

He thought he knew the combination of the 
safe, not being aware that it had been changed 
after the robbery. and expects a good haul 
from it. They then learned that Hayes had 
had a prescription filled during the night early 
in the week, and that the signature of the 
physician to it was a forgery. The prescrip- 
tion filled yesterday morning was al.o a 
forgery. 

His Courage Fails the First Time, 

He had either intended to ‘kill Kelly on that 
first visit and his courage failed, orhe had 
tried the scheme to pave the way. The de 
tectives then went to Hayes’ boarding place, 
but from Mrs. Price, his aunt, the officers 
could learn nothing. He had a latch-key to 
the house and she did not know when he came 
or went. He ate his breakfast as usual yester- 
day morning, also his dinner, and during the 
afternoon seemed tv bein particuiarly good

spirits, playing a harmonica and _  sing- 
ing. He told the aetectives at 
first that he was going to work last 


night at a drug store near the Woodward ave- 
nue railroad crossing. Afterward he stated 
that he was going to see his folks at Roches- 
ter, Mich., for a few days. ‘The detectives 
asked to’leok over his effects, and found them 
all packed into asachel which stood in the hall 
near the outside door. It is evident that he 
a: as he stated, to leave the city last 
night. 

The officerstook him and the sachei'to police 
headquarters, and were closeted with the 
prisoner for some time. There it was that 
young Hayes showed the most remarkable 
coolness and nerve. The detectives found in 
his sachel what they were satisfied was the 
overcoat and revolver stolen from Caldwell’s 
store. 

‘Where did you get this overcoat?’ was 
asked. , 

‘I bought it in St. Paul a few weeks ago,”’ 
answered Hayes without a tremor. 

** And this revolver, how did you get that?’ 

* QO, I got that a long time ago,”’ he an- 
swered, unmoved, 


Cool Demeanor of the Prisoner. 


He was then openly charged with the mur- 
der and confrontea with the proofs of his 
guilt. Hayes leaned back in his chair com- 
placeatly and said, with a smile: “ Well, 
you'll have to prove it, and I don’t believe 
you can.”’ 

The overcoat and revolver were identified 
positively later by several people as belonging 
to Kelly. 

Yesterday forenoon Hayes went out and, 
buying a newspaper “extra” contain- 
ing an account of the murder, read it to his 
aunt: When he had finished he nade but one 
cominent: ** That’s a good joke on Kelly.”’ 

In Hayes’ pocket was found his own revol- 
ver with one chamber empty, and $4.80 in 
change, no doubt money taken from the pre- 
scription drawer at Caldwell’s, as it was known 
that he had mo money. 

He took a young woman to the theater last 
night, and, in returning home, would natural- 
ly have passed Caldwell’s store, but in dis- 
cribing his route to the police he walked three 
blocks out of the way to avoid it. 

Every effort has been made to get Hayes’ to 
confess his crime, but so far he has most em-' 
phaticaily declared his innocence. His father, 
Andrew Hayes, is here this evening from 
Rochester, and declares it is a plot put up by 
his boy’s enemies, and that the story will all 
come out. He refuses to tell the plot or its 
author. Frank showed some emotion on 
meeting his father, but teld him not to worry, 
as everything would come out all ri 


HISTORY OF THE COMMERCIAL BANK. 


An Old Failure in Dubuque on Which Two 
Indictments Were Brought. 

Dusuaus, Ia., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Commercial National Bank, regarded as one 
of the soundest banking institutions in this 
city, closed its doors Mareh. 21, 1888. Only a 
short time before, Feb. 19, the bank statement 
published showed resources of $885,681, $584,- 
222 ef itin loans and discounts and capital 
stock of $100,000. The stockholders and di- 
rectors were among the most prominent and 
wealthy men of the city, includmg Andrew & 
Tredway, L. J. Randall, John R. Waller, 
and others. The trae condition of 
the bank had been known for some time by 
the directors, and the President of the bank, 
R. E. Graves, had been asked to resign. The 
directors also put in $145,000 cash, hoping 
that this would tide the bank over, but an in- 
vestigation showed that many of the aileged 
assets were practically worthless and some of 
the directors refused to put im any more 
funds to keep the bank running. The $145,- 
000 paid in was largely used in taking up the 
protested paper of the Church-Graves Manu- 
facturing company of Minneapolis, which was 
about $70,000, * other resources were 
found to be about $80,000in bank cash, a mort- 
gage for $75,000 on the Iowa iron works, and 
other papers. Bank Examiner Stone went 
through the accounts and ascertained that 
about $250,000 of the assets were good, buf

The first thing Mrs. Yorke knew

Yorke married again about a week after the 
divorce was granted. Mrs. Yorke at once 
took steps to have the divorce set aside. 
Judge McConnell granted the petition to set 
aside the divorce. The woman Mr. Yorke 
married after the divorce and who is now de- 
clared not to be his legal wife is Countess de 
Zichlinski and she is wealthy.e They have 
been living near Bismarck, N. D. 

The grounds on which the charge of fraud 
is based are as follows: Attorney Mahnken 
of Fargo first commenced an action for di- 
vorce on the part of Mr. Yorke two years ago, 
before Judge Rose at Jamestown, alleging de- 
sertion, and Mrs, Yorke’s attorney, Sprague 
of Philadelphia, filed an answer denying the 
allegations. This action never came to trial, 
ana Mr. Yorke’s attorney wrote Sprague that 
he would be notified before further action was 
taken. In June, 1890, Attorney Hildreth 
filed an order at Jamestown, N., be 
naming himeelf as Mr. Yorke’s attor- 
ney instead of Mahnken, and the same 
day filed papers dismissing the suit. He then 
at once commenced another action before 
Judge McConnell at Fargo alleging infidelity 
as well as desertion, In the former suit Mrs. 
Yorke’s residence had been given as Bryn 
Mawr, Pa.,and Seagirt, N. J., and the name 
of her attorney as Sprague of Philadelphia. 
Notwithstanding the facts Hildreth filed an 
affidavit alleging that Mrs. Yorke’s residence 
was unknown, upon which the court allowed 
service to be made by advertisement, which 
was done by publication in the Pargo Sun, a 
weekly paper of a few hundred circulation. 
Great care was taken to prevent the 
newspapers getting knowledge of the case, 
the complamt and affidavits bemg removed 
from the court files. When the case came on 
for hearing tbe divorce was granted, there be- 
ing no appearance on behalf of Mrs. Yorke. 
A few days after, Mr. Yorke married again, 
and the papers in the case were returned to the 
tiles. This is believed to be the first case in 
the State where divorce has been set aside 
after the parties had married again. It is not 
yet known whether any action will be taken 
against Attorney Hildreth.

DESHA LUMBER PLANT IN ARKAN- 
SAS OITY DESTROYED. 


Five Million Feet. of Hardwoed Lumber in 
the Yards Entirely Consumed — Loss 

. Partly Covered by Insurance—Several 

* Residences Wiped Out by Fiames—The 

Anderson Tinplate Works in Indiana 
Destroyed—Cairo, Ill., Catches a Blaze 
Which Burns a Number of Houses. 

Arnxansas Crry, Ark., Nov. 20.—[Special. }— 
The plant of the Desha Lumber and Planing 
company was burned here this afternoon. The 
fire broke out in the axhandle department, 
and as a swift gale was blqwing from the river 
it was impossible to check the flames until the 
entire plant and ali of the lumber in the yards 
were completely destroyed. The mill prop 
erty belonged to a Boston company, aud was 
worth at least $100,000. There was at 
least 5,000,000 feet of hardwood lum- 
ber in the yard and every foot of 
it was destroyed. -It is estimated that the loss 
of the Desha Lumber and Planing company, 
plant, lumber and all, will foot up at least 
$600,000, which is parthy covered by insurance. 
In addition to the loss sustained by the Desha 
company the residence belonging to Judge 
James Murphy, vaiued at $3,000, and a resi- 
dence house belonging to Mrs. Fannie Mason, 
valued at $1,000, were destroyed. For awhile 
it jooked as though other valuable property 
would be destroyed, but the flames were finally 
checked. 

Anperson, Ind., Nov. 20.—[Special. ]—The 
Anderson tinplate works, owned by C. C. 
Clarke of this city and S. W. Allerton of Chi- 
cago, were burned last night. The fire was 
the work of an incendiary, and the destruc- 
tion of the large factory is complete. The 
works were doing a large and profitable busi- 
ness. 

[S. W. Allerton, who is mentioned in the dispatch 
as being one of the owners of the Anderson tinplate 
works, was seen at his residence, No, 1936 Prairie 
avenue, last night. He said he was not one of the 
owners and had not heard of the fire until in- 
formed by the reporter, “My only connection 
with the tinplate works at Anderson is in this 
way,” said Mr. Allerton, “the Arcade File Works 
at No. 23 Lake street, with which I am connected, 
bas a file factory there and C. C. Clarke is a part- 
ner inthe firm. He is interested in the tinplate 
works there, and about a year ago we advanced 
some money to go on with the manufacture of 
tinplate. Since then the works have been ship- 
ping us the product of the factory from time to 
time, and we have been getting a sale for it more 

uickly than they could supply ittous.” Mr. 
Allerton could not tell what amount of capital 
had been invested in the works or what was the 
whole output of the factory. | 

Carro, IiL, Nov. 20.—[{Special.|—Fire was 
discovered in a barn owned by Steve Bradley 
& Co., coal dealers on Seventh street, near 
Jefferson avenue, this afternoon, and as a 
high wind was blowing it spread to the dwell- 
ing-houses of Susan Brown and Harry 
O’ Bryan, and all were consumed. Loss, $5,000; 
no insurance. 

Witimar, Minn., Nov, 20.—The Merchants’ 
Hotel was burned this morning. All the 
guests escaped except West Howe, a Great 
Northern railway engineer, whuse body was 
found at his door after the fire. Loss, $15,000; 
insured, 

Newport, Neb., Nov. 20.—A prairie fire 
started today while the wind was blowimg a 
hurricane. The damage will be probably 
from $10,000 to $15,000, The farmers, with 
the help of 200 people from Newport and Bas- 
sett, by hard fighting saved thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of property. Several families 
were compelled to seek cornfields, lakes, 
wells, and caves to save their lives. The/osers 
in this vicinity are: J. W. King, 200 tons 
baled hay and about 100 tons in stack, all 
burned; Dick Ballinger, 200 tons baled hay 
and about 200 tons in stack. One hay press 
owned by Thomas Haw was burned. Four or 
five farm houses with barns and granaries 
were burned. As nearas can be learned no 
lives were lost, but several large ranches were 
burned. People in the valley are dependent 
on their hay for their living, have lost all, and 
will probably suffer this winter. The fire is 
still burning and going in a southeast direc- 
tion. 

Str. Lovis, Mo., Nov, 21.—At 1 o’elock this 
morning fire at the car sheds of the Lindell 
Street railway company, corner of Finney and 
Vandeventer avenues, destroyed the sheds, 
twelve motor cars, thirteen trailers, and two 
vestibule cars.

STEAMER BURNS TO THE WATER’S EDGE. 


Four Deck Passengers Supposed to Have 
Lost Their Lives. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Nov. 20.—{Special,]—The 
steamer Rosa Lee burned to the water’s edge 
this morning at its dock ih this port. The 
lives of four deck passengers were lost and 397 
bales of cotton and 1,900 sacks of cottonseed 
were burned. The boat was built five years 
ago at Paducah, Ky., atacost of $43,000 and 
was insured by Louisville underwriters for 
$27,000. The total loss by fire is estimated at 
$100,000. The cargo was fully insured. The 
Rosa Lee plied between Memphis and Osce- 
ola, Ark., save in low water, when it was used 
on the lower river. At the government works 
at Ashport yesterday four white workmen 
took deck passage to Memphis. Each hada 
bottle of whisky. They climbed on some 
cotton bales on the side of the wheelhouse and 
were soon drunk and asicep. The boat 
reached Memphis about 4 o’clock and every- 
thing was apparently safe. The officers and 
passengers were asleep in the cabin, ee 
the watchman started on his 6 o’clock 


rounds he discovered the cotton where 
the Ashport passengers had been 
sleeping in a sheet of fame. The fire alarm 


was rung and there was the wildest confusion. 
In less than ten minutes the whole boat was 
blazing. The passengers in their night cloth- 
ing rushed from the cabin on the burning 
guards. Some leaped from the upper deck to 
the levee, but the more considerate went down 
the steps. Capt. J. P. Cooper was awakened 
by the crackling flames, swuag himself over 
the rails, and slid to the maim deck safely. J. 
P. Ferguson, the pilot, was asleep in 
the texas, and when awakened was surrounded 
by flames. He dashed through them and 
jumped to the levee, twenty feet below, seri- 
ously spraining his leg. A rouster was the 
last to leave the boat. His clothing was 
ablaze, but a stream of water saved him 
from burning to death. The four men from 
Ashp»rt have not been seen, and itis thought 
they perished in the flames.

STATEMENTS OF EYE-WITNESSES, 


Mrs. Frederika Heyden and E. Heim Tell 
the Story of the Tragedy. 

Mrs. Frederika Heyden, No. 731 North 
Paulina street, who lives in the house adjoin- 
ing that in which the tragedy took place, said: 
“J heard the shots and ran out and Willie 
Siegler called to me: ‘Papa is shooting 
mamma.’ I saw Mrs. Siegler stand with her 
baby in her arms and and call to him. Then 
he shot and she a 4 (ome Ne 
‘ , what are you doing?’ e yellei: 
cae uaet or I will A ae fmenty al | ran back. I 
gaw the old man as he ran out get shot. 

“T have never seen anything queer about 
Mr. Siegler. I have lived near them for years. 
He was in our house last Sunday and cut my 
boy’s hair. He isnot a barber, but I am poor, 
you know. He sat along time playing with 
the children and was in excellent spirits, and 
the last man in town one would suspect of 
committing murder. They had no trouble so 
far as the neighbors know. Siegler has been 
sick a good deal of the time. The couple was 
married in August, 1881.” 

The witnesses who testified to the desperate 
character of the fight made by Siegler are 
numerous. Every one is ready to state in a 
general way that the little house presented 
more the appearance of a besieged fort than 
of asmali cottage. Such ascene has rarely 
been witnessed by the quiet West Side lucali- 
ty, and the hour at which it was enacted made 
it all the more tragic in its aspects. 

Tried to Kill Mr. Heim. 

This is what E. Heim of No. 670 Hoyne ave- 
nus had to say op the subject: 

“It was 11 o’clock. J] had gone to church 
and the service had e'ready commenced. I 
heard one shot and a man beside me ex- 
claimed: ‘ What is that?’ i went out and saw 
Siegler with a shotgun in his hand. He stood 
on the threshold of the door. He wore no 
coat; there was a wild stare in hiseyes. I 
had known him and thought it possible I 
eould succeed in quieting him. I called him 
by name, but the moment he saw me he raised 
his gun and fired. I ran, being within easy 
distance of a corner, so that it was not diffi- 
cult to get out of his way. The people who 
had gathered scattered in all directions. 

Shot Over Their Heads. 

“ Fortunately the gun was raised so that 
the shots went over the heads of the people. 
You can sec they hit the top of the church op- 
posite. The firing continued at random, and 
some windows in the basement of the church 
were broken. Some of those who had re- 
mained at the service now rushed forth. I 
saw the old man staggering from his door, 


_ pleeding. He managed to reach a neighbor’s 


house. He died iinmediately. 
Called the Police. 

“TJ ran for a key of the patrol box. Some- 
hhow I could not get the thing to work, and 
ran farther on accompanied by several others. 
Altogether we got four or five alarms rung. 
Then the police wagons began to fly in the 
direction of the house. Siegler was still stand- 
ing in the front door when the pouljce began to 
arrive. 

**As soon ashe saw the first lot he went in- 

_gide. The firing was continued. 

“* Siegler would steal suddenly forth to the 
front door, open it, fire, and retreat before 
the police could realize what should be done. 
The police crouched behind the steps, 
they ran to the side entrance, then they ran 
to the rear entrance, crouching behind . every- 
thing which would afford a means of protec- 
tion. Once Siegler came up to the front door, 
which was closed, placed the muzzle of his 
gun against one of the panels, and blew it to 
pieces and wounded an officer.” 


WHERE THE TRAGEDY WAS ENACTED. 


Numerous Evidences of the Conflict Be- 
tween Siegler and the Police. 

The house in which the tragedy occurred is

In the kitchen is.a stove and 
cooking apparatus large evough for a family 
twice as numervus as that for which it was 
used. Off the kitchen isa small, neat bed- 
room. From the kitchen the parlor or sitting- 
room is entered. It isso separated trom the 
former apartment that the one can be entered 
without communication with the other. The 
parlor is bright and cheerful and its furniture 
ghows an average degree of comfort. 

Round the little house the crowds gathered 
@t all hours during the day. Three policemen 
were placed on guard to prevent the curious 
from invading the premises. From the house 
tothe church oppusite the crowd stretched 
#way for an hour after the arrest, and though 
the numbers began to diminish the excite- 
wnent remained at its height as the day went 
wy. 

Examination of the cottage showed numer- 
‘us evidences of the conflict between the pris- 
ener and. the police. The freshly-painted 
door displayed a bullet-mark in every panel. 
Between the keyhole and the upper portion was 
2 large jagged hole. A large part of the panel 
was blown to pieces. In the immediate vicinity 
was a circle of bullet holes and in the center 
panel was a bullet hole, evidently the spot 
through which Officer Donoghue fired when 
he received the slight wound in the left breast 
and nose, As far as could be judged from ap- 
pearances one of Sicgler’s victims must have 
fallen near the back dveor. There are some 
slight indications of foot marks, as if the man

COUNTER ARRESTS MADE AT LOUISVILLE. 


Actor Rostell and Wife, Who Were Mar- 
ried on the Stage, in Trouble. 
Lovisvituie, Ky., Nov. 20.— Prof. CU. E. Ros- 
tell and his wife, who recently came con- 
spicuously before the public by being married 
on the stage, caused the arrest yesterday of 
their landlady, Mrs. E. C. Foster, and her 
sister, Miss M. J. Cane, on the charge of 
grand larceny. The result of these arrests 
was the arrest last evening of Prof. Rostell, 
his wife, and her mother, Mrs. Emma Deven- 
stedt, on the charge of disorderly conduct. 
For several weeks Rostell .and his wife and 
mother-in-law have been boarding with Mrs. 
Foster at No. 805 West Walnut street. They 
claim to have lost a number of valuable articles 
recently from their rooms. Yesterday morning 
Rostell appeared in the City Clerk’s office and 
took out the warrant for grand larceny, The 
other side of the story is that the actor and his 
young wife have been boarding without pay- 
ing all that they should. Mrs: Foster says a 
suit was threatened and she ordered them to 
leave the house. They were not allowed to 
enter the dining-room. Mrs. Foster claims 
that Rosteil had them arrested for spite. The 
two prisoners were presented before the 
City Court and their cases were con- 
tinued until Monday.

’ EDITOR JONES SCORES THE COURTS. 


He Claims That They Are Aids to Religious 
Intolerance. 

The®Rev. Alonzo T. Jones, editor of the 
American Sentinel, New . York, delivered a 
lecture before the Chicago Secular Union at 
No. 68 Adams street last night, taking for his 
subject, *‘ Judicial Aids to Religious Intoler- 
ance,”’ 

Mr. Jones confined his remarks to the de- 
cisions of different State and national courts, 
and by their findings as presented by him 
sought to convince his hearers that America 


had ceased to be the home of _re- 
ligious toleration and that the Con- 
stitution was being trampled upon 


by the Supreme Court Judges. Decisions of 
Delaware and Pennsylvania courts were 
quoted to show that blasphemy was punish- 
able, and thus a legal God was recognized. 
This the State had no righv to do. 

**Another phase of religious intolerance,”’ 
said Mr. Jones, *“‘ was started in the public 
schools. This was on the line of Roman 
Catholics and others being taxed for public 
instruction in schools where the Protestant 
religion was established. The Catholic chil- 
dren attended, they didn’t believe in the re- 
ligion. and refused to receive such in- 
structions. They were expelled, the matter was 
taken to the courts, and it was there held that 
if they attended Protestant schools they 
could be made to take part in the religious 
services; Sunday observance was also legal- 
ized under the plea of the common law, and 
in Tennessee was enforced under the statutes.”’ 

The speaker quoted from Judge Cooley’s 
‘** Constitutional Limitamons,” and said that 
his arguments would not stand. Mr. Jones 
said that within the last two years the Supreme 
Court of the United States had gone 
as far back into ancient history § as 
the time before Rome was pagan, to find 
the necessary precedents to sustain the point 
they wished to make. 

‘There is another difficulty,”’ said the 
speaker, “‘ and that is that the Judges have for- 

otten they are J udges and seek to be legislators. 
Thus they have gone beyond the Constitution 
and made precedents which are used to the 
detriment of religious liberty. From thern 
the church has demanded legislation. They 
now dictate to Congressmen, thus taking 
authority from the people, where it mghtfully 
belongs. ”’ 


ANNEXATION OF HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 


Sentiment of the Members of the Far Away 
Parliament on the Question. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 20.—The Exam- 
iner will publish a three-page article tomoer- 
row by its correspondent, T. T. Williams, on 
the subject of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands by the United States. The article 
says it has been understood that the State De- 
partment at Washington has been for sometime 
considering the question of annexation and 
considerable correspondence on that subject 
has been passed with the Hawaiian Minister. 


Admiral Brown also_ received _instruc- 
tions to look into the matter while 
he was at Honolulu. Out of forty- 


two members of the Hawaiian Parliament 
he obtained signed articles on the subject 
from forty-one. Ten of these regard annexa- 
tion as possible and desirable in case the 
Hawaiian Government is disrupted. The 
thirty-one who are opposed to annexation are 
natives who are in favor of the autonomy of 
the Hawaiian Kingdom, Americans who object 
to a territorial form of government for .the 
islands, and sugar planters who conduct ee 
Hawaii were annexed this last class could not 
hire cheap contract labor and their interests 
would suffer. The article says that American 
interests in Hawaii represent capital of about 
$110,000,000, while the British interests are 


small.

QOHIGAGO’S EX-MAYOR TALKS OF HI8 
VISIT TO CLEVELAND. 


While in the Executive Mansion Before 
the President-Elect Did Not Receive 
the Chicago Statesman’s Letters, and 
the Misunderstanding Is Cleared Up— 
No Designs on: the Cabinet—Gray and 
Cleveland Factions at War in Indiana— 
Republican Chances in Kansas. 


New York, Nov. 20.—[Special.|—Carter H. 
Harrison came all the way from Chicago to 
see Mr. Cleveland, and called on him yester- 
day. ‘They had nearly an hour’s interview, 
Politicians jumped to the conelusion that it 
had something to do with the rivalry said to 
have broken out among the [Illinois Demo- 


State in the Cabinet, but Mr. Harrison told a 


reporter today this was not so. 

“There has been no great intimacy between 
Mr. Cleveland and myself since he entered 
public life,” said Mr. Harrison at the Wind- 
sor Hotel. “*I met him at his request when 
he was Governor of the State. I have never 
seen him since, until yesterday. This was due 
to a misunderstanding, for which I have ascer- 
tained Mr. Cleveland was in no way responsi- 
ble. “Soon after his inauguration in 1885 
I wrote him some personal letters. They 
had nothing to do with patronage I 
was much vexed at failing to receive even 
the faintest acknowledgment. [ concluded it 
would do no good to write again, and, though 
a strong admirer of President Cleveland and 
an ardent Democrat, { refused to call at the 
White House while he was there. The mis- 
understanding continued until the beginning 
of the last campaign. Then I learned that 
Mr. Cleveland had never received the letters. 
From that time my coat was off, and no man 
worked harder for his election than L” 

** What of your call yesterday?’’ 

“I can only say it was exceedingly agree- 
able. I see it reported that, being interested 
as to whom Mr. Cleveland would appvint to 
his Cabinet from Illinois. I had urged the 
claims of this and that gentleman. ! did not. 
I left Mr. Cleveland profoundly impressed 
with the belief that he appreciates the fact 
that the coming administration will be his 
last, and that 1t will be through no fault of his 
own if he fails to prove the best President we 
ever had. He seemed in no way puffed up 
with the tremendous compliment paid 
him nearly two weeks ago. He ap- 
pea as simple and natural as the 
day I last saw him, eight years ago. 
As I was leaving Mr. Cleveland insisted upon 
my meeting Mrs. Cleveland. I never had seen 
her before. She impressed me as one of the 
most charming women I have ever met. 
There seems to be no affectation about her.”’ 

**How about the report that John R. Walsh 
is to be pressed as Cabinet officer?”’ 

“Twas not aware that Mr. Walsh sought 
office of any kind. He is a man of large bus- 
iness, being President cf the Chicago National 
Bank, owner of the Chicago Herald, and inter- 
ested in other money-making enterprises. He 
did no more than did National Committeeman 
Cable or others who figured in the fight which 
gave the’Electoral vote of Lilinois to Uleve- 
land. Iam not aware, either, that Mr. Cable 
is making any claim for his services. If, as re- 
ported, there is any contest between the 
Palmer and Morrison men for the privilege of 
naming Illinois’ representative ‘n the Cab- 
inet, I know nothing of it. Mr. Cleveland has 
plenty of time to choose his official famuly, 
and whetber or not an Illinois man is se- 
lected we will do our best as Democrats to 
make his administration successful.”’ 

**What caused the Republican disaster in 
Illinois?’ | 

“The Edwards School bill and McKinley- 
ism. The former drove thousands of German 
Lutherans out of the Republican into the 
Democratic party and later brought to as ail 
those who were opposed to a war tariff in 
time of peace. I have no doubt tnat Judge 
Gresham’s attitude increased the Democratic 
vote by several thousand. His influence was 
felt greatly in Indiana and throughout the 
West.”’ 

“From yovr chat with Mr. Cieveland . did 
you get any impression as to whether he 1s 
likely to call an extra session of Congress?”’ 

**] cannot talk of what passed between Mr. 
Cleveland and myself. I will say, however, 
that Ido not look for an extra session if the 
Republican Senate heeds the warning given 
Nov. 8and joins with the Democratic House 
in passing the Free Wool, Binding Twine, 
Cotton Ties, and Tinplate bills hung up at the 
last session. If the Republicans desire to 
avoid death, it seemsto me this is their only 
hope for salvation. Good politics, 1 should 
think, would tell them it would be wise to 
heed the popular will at this time of all 
others.”’ 


FACTIONAL FIGHT IN INDIANA, 


Trouble Between the Gray and Cleveland 
Democrats, 

InpDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20.—|Special.]— 
With Thanksgiving almost nere Democratic 
politicians in Indiana are in doubt whether or 
not they will have anything to be thankful for. 
There are two schools of Democrats in this 
State—the Gray and the Cleveland schools. 
All voted for Cleveland, but beyond that they 
do not mix. Both factions are anxious about 
the spoils, and have begun already to lose 
their tempers. Editor Gil Shanklin of the 
Evansville Courier, a leader of the young 
Cleveland Democracy, denounced Gray 
through his paper the other day. He said: 

It is reasonably certain that if Indiana be rep- 
resented at allin the Cabinet it will not be by 
Isaac P. Gray. There are plenty of Democrats in 
this State who are entitled to recognition over 
this renegade Republican and all-around advent- 
urer in politics. 

This was like a siap in the face from a 
friend and has aroused much anger. It has 
put Gray on his guard. He has hastened 
Senator Voorhees to New York to confer with 
the President-elect. Voorhees left Friday 
night, and the Gray inen are saying that by 
another week they will know just where tney 
stand. Gray and Voorhees have pooled issues 
on the question of Indiana patronage. If 
Isaac succeeds in obtaining the Cabinet port- 
folio it will be taken to mean that only the 
friends of Gray and Voorhees will stand any 
chaace for Federal appointments. 

The question of how Cleveland will receive 
Voorhees is the subject of much interest. At 
the close of the last Democratic administra. 
tion the relations between Grover and Senator 
Voorhees were much strained. The reason of 
it was the outrageous character of some of 
Voorhees’ recommendations for office. Every 
man who applied to the “‘ Tall Sycamore ’”’ re. 
ceived his indorsement, and the consequence 
was that some men were appointed to office 
without sccial or financial standing and bank- 
rupt :in morals. Several men _ got 
into government service who had formerly 
been in convicts’ uniforms, one of the most 
notorious being Barney Conroy, appointed to 
the postal service soon after he had completed 
aterm for highway robbery. Another ap- 
pointment upon which Cleveland was taken 
in by Voorhees was that of Charles Pollard of 
Delphi to bea Judge in Montana. Pollard 
was notoriously incompetent and ignorant, 
spelling horse *‘ hoarse,’”’ and on the grounds 
of general unfitness bis confirmation was de- 
featea before the Senate. 

The reason for the hasty visit to the Demo- 
cratic leader in the East is, as a Gray man re- 
marked, ‘‘ We want some word, some tangible 
sign from Grover on that Cabinet appoint- 
ment. If Ike Gray doesn’t get into the Cabi- 
a then we will make our play for the Sen- 
ate.”’ 

There is not a Democratic politician in this 
State who believes that Gray will ever sit as 
one of Cleveland’s advisers. They simply 
hope, because they believe Indiana will get 
some fat reward. 

Meantime, local Democrats are casting

REPUBLICAN SENATOR IN KANSAS, 


One Democrat in the House Has the Bal- 
ance of Power and May Help. 
Topeka, Kas., Nov. 20.—[Special.]|—The 
spectacle of a Democrat in the Speaker’s 
chair of the Kansas Legislature is not an im- 
probability. There will be but one Democrat 
in the body, and he will hold the balance of 
power. It is semi-officially announced here 
that he will open headquarters in a day or 
two, and make the race for Speaker. His 
name is Joseph Roenthal, and he is a banker 
at Santa Fé, Haskel County. A dicker with 
the Republican bosses is reported, by the terms 
of which Roenthal proposes to help them or- 
ganize the House. He thinks that the contest 
can be made successfully. This would mean 
a Republican successor to Senator Perkins. 
Roerthal opposed fusion during the campaign, 
and was elected with tne aid of Republican 
votes. He owes little to his own party. 
Official returns show that the Kansas Legis- 
lature on the day of its organization will stand 
as follows: Senate—People’s party, 26; Re- 
publicans, 15. House—Republicans, 62; Peo- 
ple’s party, 5&8; Democrats, 3; Independent- 
Republican-Pupulist, 1. It requires 63 votes 
to organize the House. The Re- 
publicans are one short of°a majority 
and the Populists five. The three Democrats 
belong to the straight Democratic faction and 
it is expected they will act with the Repub- 
licans on organization. If they do the Repub- 
lican candidate from the tied district will be 
seated. This will give the Republicans a 
majority of eight in the House and the Pop- 
ulists ten in the Senate. Several contests have 
been made by Republican candidates for the 
Hoase, so that it is probable that the Repub- 
licans will have a clear majority on joint bal- 
lot if they succeed in organizing the House. 


SENATOR GORMAN WILL BE BOSS. 


He Is to Control Maryland Patronage 
Whether Cleveland Likes It or Not. 

Bartimore, Ma., Nov. 20.—[ Special. |—Sen- 
ator Gorman has arranged matters so that he 
will control the Federal appointments in 
Maryland whether Cleveland chooses to con- 
eult him personally or not. The Mary- 
land Congressional delegation, at Senator 
Gorman’s suggestion, have agr upon a 
method of arranging the distribution, It has 
been arranged that each Congressman shall 
name the men for the purely local offices in 
their districts, but that for the general State 
offices the choice of the majority should be 
urged by the entire delegation. As Senator 
Gorman controls the delegation his wishes 
will be law. Should MreCleveland kick they 
will quote a precedent, in which he told a set 
of Maryland kickers during his first adminis- 
tration that he had no choice but to accept 
the nominations of the accredited Representa- 
tives of the State in Congress as voicing the 
wishes of the party.

BIDDERS FIGHT SHY. | asses 


RAPID TRANSIT IN NEW YORK MAY 
BE A FAILURE AFTER ALL. 


No One Seems to Care to Invest the Neces- 
sary Millions and Take the Chances— 
“Good Investment for Somebody's 
Grandchildren,” Says One— Raid of a 
Fence and the Discovery of a Large 
Quantity of Jewelry and Clothing—Many 
Notorious Criminals Caught. 

New York, Nov. 20.—[Special.]—The pros- 
pects of the Rapid Transit Commussion for 
having bidders at the auction of the franchise 
for the underground road Dec. 29 are not par- 
ticularly bright according to opinions gath- 
ered from bankers and financial leaders. 
These men are nearly agreed that it will be a 
difficult matter to find investors who will be 
satisfied to have their money locked up for at 
least five years and then to run the chances of 
gettmg dividends out of a road costing $100,- 
000,000, which must carry passengers fifteen 
miles for five cents. 

lhey also agreed that they would like to 
know the name of the man who will be cou- 
rageous enough to make a bid to Secretary 
Bushe in the city hall rotunda and put down 
a cool million dollars as a forfeit in case he 
shail fail in any way to carry out. his part of 
the agreement. . 

It seemed to be the general opinion that 


4 whoever bought the franchise would need to 


be in close touch with the city officials, be- 
cause upon their attitude toward the builders 
would depend millions of expense. In the 
moving of gas, water, and sewer pipes, the ac- 
cumulation of matertal in the thoroughfares, 
the shoving up or rebuilding of foundations 
and the like, there would be a serious differ- 
ence dependent upon the feeling of the De- 
partment of Public Works toward the enter- 
prise and its promoters. 

There was a surprising lack ot interest in 
the great scheme manifested in Wall street. 
Fully two-thirds of the men called upoa by 
reporters excused themselves from expressing 
an opinion as to whether or not the franchise 
would be a valuable one. 

The opportunity to have the “ ground 
floor ’’ advantage on a $100,000,000 enterprise 
was not enticinp enough for them to take the 
trouble to read up the report. . 

For His Grandchildren. 

Vice-President Garland of the First Nation- 
al Bank said he believed that an investment 
according to the commission’s plan would be 
a magnificent one fora man who wanted to 
make aure that his grandchildren would be 
wealthy. 

** But it’s a dubious one,” said he, “ for a 
fellow who wants to turn his money over.” 

Isador Worinser’s answer was short and 

inted. “I think that we will wait,’’ said 

e, “* untiltwo or three receivers have been 
appointed, The original investors in such 
projects rarely get anything out. The cheap- 
est part of the bargain, I am afraid, would be 
the million dollar forfeit.’’ 

Henry Clews said: “I foresee considerable 
difficulty in raising the necessary $100,000,00v. 
Neither I nur any of my clients will touch the 
scheme, and I cannot see how any investor 
could figure out how on that enormous cap- 
italization his interest would come in.”’ 

A Problem. 

Russell Sage said that he did not Jike to talk 
on the underground question because of his 
interest in the “I”’ roads, but an interview 
was had with his confidential broker, Wash- 
ington E. Conner. Mr. Conner said: 

* Here is a simple problem in proportion 
for an investor. If the Manhattan elevated 
roads, which are in long and well established 
working order, can pay only 6 per cent on 
$50,000,000 of stock and bonds, how much can 
the newly established road pay on $100,000,000 
and carry passengers six miles further than 
its oldest competitor?” 


VALUABLE FINDS BY THE POLICE. 


Raid of a Fence, and Diamonds, Watches, 
and Clothing Found, 

New York, Nov. 20.—[Special. |—The police 
ave inuch elated over a raid of the big thieves’ 
fence at No. 428 Sixth avenue Saturday night. 
The raid was the most successful made in tnis 
city in many years. The value of the proper- 
ty recovered is fully $5,000. Besides closing 
up the dangerous fence seventeen well-known 
shoplifters, pickpockets, and sneak thieves 
were landed behind the bars. Five days ago 
the policemen, whose beats included the 

remises raided, reported to Inspector Mc- 

aughlin that a large number of well-known 
professionals were frequenting the place. 
They would enter the building, it was said, 
carrying packages of all sizes and shapes, and 
would return to the street empty-handed. The 
Inspector at once reaiized the character of the 
place, and detailed detectives to watch it cun- 
tmually. The detectives were relieved at reg- 
ular intervals, and were instructed to call for 
assistance from the Central Office when the 
time arrived for action. The time arrived 
Saturday night when Thomas Ward, alias 
‘*the Kid,’’ entered the place with a vaiuable 
sealskin dolman. The raid was then made, 
and the prisoners were taken’ to police 
headquarters. All the prisoners were 
arraigned before Justice Grady at the 
Tombs Police Court this morning. At the 
request of Inspector McLaughlin tney were re- 
manded until tomorrow, when formal charges 
will be made against them. In the meantime 
every effort is making to discover the owners 
of the property. All the articles are in the 
detectives’ office at Mulberry street. They 
make the large room look like the store-room 
of a pawnshop. Wearing apparel of all kinds, 
jewelry, watches, clocks, bric-A-brac, boxes of 
cigars, burglars’ tools, unset diamonds, pearis, 
and rubies are mixed up on the tables and 
chairs. 

‘* Doctor” Bliss is probably the biggest 
game in the Inspector’s bag. He is a man of 
education and some refinement and was 
at the Cincinnati Medicai College. He is 45 
years of age. Years ago he had a prominent 
government position in the South but, caught 
stealing public money, was convicted and 
sentenced toa long term of imprisonment. 
Through intercession of influential friends he 
was pardoned, but he has been a rogue ever 
since. In 1880 he was arrested with Matthew 
Lane on a Fall River steamer. The men had 
a trunk containing $2,500 worth of 
silverware. It was the spoil from 
several Boston burglaries. Both men were 
convicted and sentto prison. Bliss got out 
after two years. In 1883 he was convicted of 
stealing $35,000 in bonds frojrasafe at No. 
757 Broadway and was again sent to prison. 
James Wilson is known to the profession as 
‘“‘ Pretty Jimmie,” and is one of the cleverest 
pickpockets in the country. He is 48 years 
old. He has im later years cursed himseif for 
having in his youth had his left hand and both 
arms tattooed in Indiaink. He is known by 
these marks to the police all over the country. 
He is a New-Yorker, and was formerly a part- 
ner of the famous “ Poodle” Murphy. ur- 
ing the Marquis of Lorne celebration in Mont- 
real a few years ago he was arrested with a 
soap box of stolen watches in his possession. 
He has been arrested many times since. —

pocket, and has a wife, Mary Busby, who is a 
clever shoplifter. He is well known all over 
this country and Canada and. has been ar- 
rested scores of times.

THE BLAIR INCIDENT NOT PUBLISHED. 


No Mention of It in the Diplomatic Corre- 
spondenee Just Printed. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 20,—[Special. |— 
The “ Biair incident” 1s conspicuous for its 
absence from the diplomatic correspondence 
published in tne ** foreign relations,’’ which has 
just come fromthe Public Printer. This corre- 
spondence was ostensibly. transmitted to Con- 
gress with the annual message of the Presi- 
dent Dec. 9 last, nearly a year ago, but in 
fact the document contains correspondence 
relating to the Bering Sea arbitration as 
late date as June 16, 1892, and on other 
subjects as late as March, 1892. Yet no men- 
tion whatever is made of the correspondence 
between our State Department and our Min- 
ister, Judge Denby, in China upon. the sub- 
ject of the objection by the Government of 
China to the acceptance of ex-Senator Blair 
as the representative of the United States in 
the Ceiestial Empire. The correspondence on 
this subject began in the summer of 1891, and 
an important instruction was sent to Minister 
Denby Oct. 6, 1891, in which he was directed to 
protest against the reasons assigned by China 
for refusing to receive Mr. Blair as Minister 
from the United States. It has been suggested, 
howeyer, that all of the correspondence on 
that subject will probably be inserted in 
the next volume of diplomatic cor- 
respondence for 1892, which will reach 
the public document rooms about the middle 
of next year. In the meantime, circum- 
stances may lead to some positive action by 
the United Statés Senate tuuching the so- 
called Blair incident. The Constitution pro- 
tects members of Congress from question in 
any other place fur any speech or debate in 
either House. Certain Senators beleve that 
clause of the Constitution is broad enough in 
scope to include such ‘*questioning’’ by for- 
eign governments. China objected to Mr. 
Blair because, as the Foreign Oftice puts it, 
**he helped to enact the Chinese Exclusion 
law, and because, also, 1t asserts he slandered

CHICAGO, Nov, 20.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In answer to the communication of ex-Ald. Law- 
rence Proudfoot in your today’s issue | desire to 
say that I am pleased that he so clearly gives the 
history of Lincoln Park. As he states the first 
action in any way relating to it was simply a 
memorial presented in 1860 to the Common Coun-

the north part of the Chicago-Cemetery which 
has not been surveyed and divided into cemetery 
lots (here tollows the description) is hereby set 
apart for and declared to be a public park and 
shall be known by the name of —— ——.”" 

At that time the entire press of the city and a 
very large number of my fellow-citizens thought 
such an ordinance should not pass (aud W. C. 
Goudy thought it could not pass), but thanks to 
my associates in the Council it was finally tri- 
umphant. For the many subsequent acts of 
gentlemen that have aseisted in making the park 
what it is, prominent among whom is ex-Ald, 


Proudfoot, no one is more appreciative 
than myself, Citizens generally l 
grateful to every one of them for 
transforming swamps and sandhills into 


Lincoln Park, with its beautiful grounds and 
monuments to men of renown, presenting to com- 
ing generations our recognition of men of genius 
of foreign Jands, as well as rempomnboring in bronze 
the wonderful military gexrius—Gen. Grant. and 
the great statesman—tbe immortal Lincoln.

NIPPED IN THE BUD. 


ANOTHER PLOT TO OVERTHROW THE 
GOVERNMENT OF OHILE. 


It Was Also Arranged to Burn Many Houses 
in Santiago—Leaders Thrown Into Jail 
and One Confined on a Man-of-War in 
Valparaiso Harbor—Great Damage to 
Railroads by Flood in the Vicinity of 
Panama—Fire Destroys Many Buildings 


in Peru,

Vatparatso, Nov. 20.—[Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.J|—An elaborate plot 
was discovered late last night to burn down 
many prominent houses in Santiago, sack the 
Moneda, seize Capt. Goni and a number of 
other naval officers, aad, if possible, to in- 
augurate a revolutionary movement, 

The plot originated apparently in the seven 
regiments of the line, many of the officers of 
which were known to be in sympathy with 
Ralmaceda’s followers. As soon as the plot 
was discovered the ringleaders were arrested 

Carvallo Ovego, who was commanding the 
Fifth Division under Balmaceda, who has 
been in jail for the last three months, was 
hurriedly taken from jail, put aboard of a 
train, and brought to Valparaiso, where he 
was placed for safe keeping aboard the cor- 
vette Abtao. A number of other promiment. 
Balmacedists will be placed under arrest at 
once. 

The Grenadiers and the First Artillery, which 
are stationed at Santiago, are thoroughly 
loyal, and, while the discovery of the plot has 
been kept as quiet as possible by the govern- 
ment, there is no reason to fear any further 
trouble. 

The people of Chile have had enough of 
revolution and are not likely to join in any 
insurrectionary movement. 


NEWS FROM SISTER REPUBLICS. 


Damages by Floods in Columbia—Many 
Buildings Burned in Peru,

Leading Chileans, according to dispatches, 
say they consider it an act of great courtesy 
on the part of the United States Government 
in changing the place for holding the sittings 
of the claims commission from Washington 
to Santiago, and that it will greatly lessen the 
expenses of the commission. The Chilean 
people, as well as the authorities, intena to 
show every possible courtesy to Admiral 
Gherardi and his fleet. Special trains from 
various parts of the republic will be run while 
the ships are in port. 


TWO MEN CROSS BELUCHISTAN. 


Russian Officers Have an Adventuresome 
Journey and Kill Some Brigands. 

New York Sun: Awhile ago Lieuts. Léon- 
tier and Patrin, Russian army officers, left the 
Town of Djulfa, the last Russian post on the 
Russo-Persian frontier, for the purpose of 
crossing Persia and Beluchistan on horseback. 
They traveled without any escort, discarding 
all baggage except what could be carried by 
the two horses they rode. They were armed 
to the teeth. They followed the road through 
Teheran, aud Western l’ersia, being a well- 
cultivated land, offered no difficulties. 

It was very different, however, in Beluchis- 
tan, a region that is infested with brigands. 
The Persians wili not trust themselves there, 
except in large caravans, withan armed and 
mounted escort. The people of Beluchistan 
are not numerous and do rot welcome the 
visits of strangers. For their better security 
the tourists made it a practice to camp in the 
open air at a considerable distance not only 
from settlements, but also from the traveled 
road, They had to put themselves on a short 
allowance of sleep, as one of them was invari- 
ably on guard while the other slept. They 
accordingly found the journey extremely 
fatiguing,and also suffered from a scarcity of 
food, being at times unable to buy any sup- 
plies from the natives. 

They had a number of encounters with 
bands of brigands numbering twenty to thirty 
members. Whenever they saw a suspected 
lot of men on their route they left the road in 
order to give the party passage if they desired 
it, with ut coming in contact with them. If 
the band’s intentions were all right they could 
go along their way and leave the Russians to 
themeelves. If they were brigands they at 
once made the fact known by poising their 
arms and starting toward the two travelers 
as fast as they could run, On every such 
occasion the travelers immediately opened 
fire. Both were splendid shots, and they 
had the best of rapid firing guns. One time, 
in less than a minute they fired eighteen shovs, 
most of which hit their mark. The brigands 
could not stand such defensive energy and in- 
variably took to flight after some of their 
number had failen. The tourists, therefore, 
did not succeed in crossing the little-known 
country without shedding considerable blood. 
When the brigands had disappeared from 
view the travelers took the road again and 
traveled at top speed for miles in order to 
evade pursuit. 

They reached the frontier of India early in 
the spring. As they were Russian soldiers 
they had great difficulty in inducing the Brit- 
ish authorities to permit them to travel in 
India. With the aid, however, of the French 
consular agents they finally obtained permits 
to wander where they pleased.. They traveled 
as far as the Indus, which they descended, and 
then returned to Europe. The journey they 
made was one which nobody would 
care to undertake unless possessed of a 
most adventuresome spirit, and the two 
soldiers could not have succeeded in their en- 
terprise if they had not been splendidly armed 
and ready to use their weapons upon the 
slightest indication that they were in danger. 


How to Wear a Hat.

She Made a Life Work of Marrying Widow- 
ers and Rearing Their Children. 

Norwich (Pa.) Letter in the New York Sun: 
By her sixth marriage, which occurred on 
Wednesday in this place, the widow of Gad- 
des, as she has been known for five years past, 
becomes the stepmother of forty-seven chil- 
dren, the step-grandmother of fifty-two, the 
step-great-grandmother of eleven, and the 
step-great-great-grandmother of four, 

The widow Gaddes was born E.iza Barnes.

When she became the widow Otteuder, 
which she did in lessthan a year, the five 
Walker children and the six young OUOttenders 
continued living with her in peace and bar- 
mony, which was not disturbed when the 
widow Ottender became the wife of Charles 
Gregg, anda mother to his nine motherless 
children. : 

A good many of the ‘children of these dif- 
ferent families had grown to be men and 
women by this time, and when, four years 
after she becamethe wife of Charles Gregg 
she became his widow, several of them had 
married and started families of their own— 
some of the Walkers marrying Ottenders and 
some of the Greggs marrying both Walkers 
and Ottenders—sv that when the widow Gregg 
became Mrs. Jehiel Fitch ber husband’s seven 
children found only one of the Walker off- 
spring, three Ottendera and five Greggs 
claiming a share of the attention of their new 
mother.

MURDERED AND STRUNG UP TO A BEAM. 


Mrs. Lucette Grossmeier, a Wealthy Wid- 
ow, Killed in Her Stable. 

Braprorp, Pa., Nov. 20.—Mrs. Lucette 
Grossmeier ot Farmer’s Valley, this county, 
was murdered last night. During the even- 
ing the woman went to a stable to do the 
milking. After a long time, as she did not re- 
turn, an investigation was made. Just inside 
the stable door, swinging from a cross-beam 
at the end of arope, her dead body was dis- 
covered. Her nose had been crushed 
by a blow from a club, and, besides 
other bruises on her head and face, it was 
found that her clothing had been nearly torn 
off her.

She was a wealthy 
widow.

For nearly a score of years he was known 
among his farmer neighbors and friends as 
“Uncle Dick,” but about five years ago, when 
he became a part of a notable chapter in 
the history of this city and county, 
he was christened ‘‘ Farmer McClaughry,”’ 
and as such he has ever since been known to 
the public. This chapter relates to the story 
and trial of the County Commissioners, known 
as “the boodlers.’”’ He was one of the board. 
But many believed at the time of the sensa- 
tion that he was innocent, and few believe 
now that he was guilty of any crime. 

In the celebrated trial he was a picturesque 
character and his course at the close showed 
that when he had made uphis mind he would 
follow ite promptings regardless of all 
consequences. After the “boodlers”’ were 
convicted they were sent to jailand a new 
trial was asked for. ‘“‘ Farmer” McClaugh 
got wearied of the law’s delays, and one wee 
after the verdict of the jury was rendered he 
demanded that he be sentenced. He was 
taken into court and before the sentence was 
pronounced delivered the following vigorous 
opinion: 

Protests Absolute Innocence. 

I insist. your Honor, that the verdict in this 
case as far as I am concerned is a most infamous 
one, and there is no testimony against me except 
that of the self-confessed perjurers, Lynn and 
Bipper. I insist that | am guilty of nocrime, and 
if the State of Illinois can stand the responsibility 
of sending a manof my years and respectability 
to the penitentiary upon the testimony of two 
such miserable wretches | can ana will stand my 
part like aman. In asking that you pass sentence 
upon me I do not confess my guilt, but insist upon 
my absolute innocence. My request that you 
pass senteace without delay simply means that I 
am a man too far advanced in years and too lim- 
ited in means to bear the delay. annoyance, 
and expense incident to the efforts necessary to 
secure a new trial 

This was Aug. 11, 1887. Capt. McClaughry 
came to the devision to demand his sentence 
in opposition to the advice of his counsel and 
despite the protests and pleadings of those 
who had been on trial with him. The 
next day he was taken to Joliet. 
On his way to the prison he was accompanied 
by a large number of his farmer and soldier 
friends, and one of the latter expressed his 
opinion in these words after bidding him 
good-by at the prison gates: 
I fought with him and I know the kind of stuff 
that'sin him. He never said * on!” to the 
boys in the army. No, sir, it was always “Come 
on, boys!’ 

He Disdained Favors, 

Capt. McClaughry served his term of about 
twenty months, disdaining favors and enjoy- 
ing himself in the occupation of attending to 
the cows of the State institution. 
Harry Varnell, who was afterwards sent 
to Joliet as one of those 
on trial with him, associated much with him 
then, and when he heard of his death last 
night his eyes filled with tears. 
**He was the bravest and truest man I ever 


met,’’ he said. “He was never 
guilty of a dishonest act and _ the 
only. one who ever charged him 


with crime was Bipper, the butcher. In 
prison he was often ill, but he never asked for 
rest in the hospital. He was nota patient 
man and never ceased denouncing his ene- 
mies.”’ 
For the last few years it had been Capt. Mc- 
Claughry’s custom to make weekly visits to 
the city, at which times he generally stopped 
with his son-in-law, Mr. Taylor. rs. Mc- 
Claughry came to the city last week and went 
to the home of her son-in-law. Last Saturaay 
Mr. McClaughry came in from his country 
home and joined his wife. Saturday evening 
he retired at an early hour. About 5 ‘o’clock 
yesterday morning he arose, and shortly after 
complained of sharp pains in the region of 
his heart. He lay down again and died within 
an hour. 

Life of the Captain. 
[R. 8. McClaughry was born on a farm in Onon- 
dagua County, N. Y., in 1820. About 1836 he 
moved West with his father and the rest of the 
family, locating in the Town of Palos, 
where his father bought a large tract of land. 
Young McClaughry went to work for his father on 
the farm. y saving up his earnings and putting 
it with gifts from his father the young man was 
able to buy a farm of hisown in Palos and pur- 
chase the machinery necessary 
well-to-do establishment. At the time 
when work began on the [Illinois and 
Mississippi Canal Mr. McClaughry was engaged 
to cut and furnish timber used in tie construc- 
tion of the canal.

McClaughry made considerable money.

_ was highly respected at Palos and 
active in the administration of the public 
affairs of the township, although he never 
held any office.

His 
farm was-one of the best in Will County, and his 
fields yielded him handsome financial returns. 
“Farmer” McCiaughry was living at 
ing’s Grove when the war broke 
Being a prominent citizen his 
and neighbors looked to him 
to lead in getting up a military company. 
Mr. McClaughry went into the business of bring- 
ing out the soldiers with energy, For his serv- 
ices he was made Captain of the com- 
apy, which eventually become the 
pe Hundredth Infantry. He enlisted 
for three years. His war record was good. In 
many battles he did valiant service. He was 
wounded in one of them in the hip.

He lived there until a few years ago as a retired 
farmer. He was a member af the G. A. R. post at 
Blue Island.

A PROFESSION FOR WOMEN. 


Their Success as Dentists—Delicate Skill 
in Handling Tools. 

New York Tribune: Among the self-sup- 
porting women of the future will be numbered 
many who have taken up the profession of 
dentistry. New York already has six or more 
successful women dentists who are interested 
in their profession, find it in every way agree- 
able and—an important feature for the major- 
ity—very remunerative. The exaggerated 
fear of the dentist’s chair that seems inborn 
in every human breast gives the impression 
that the profession is not one that a _ thor- 
oughly womanly woman would care to 
adopt. That the reverse is true is proved by 
the refined and cultivated women who have 
taken it up. Extracting—the most disagree- 
able branch of the work—is now done, except 
in country towns, almost entirely by special- 
ists. The wholesale extracting of old times is 
done away with and the motto of the dentist 
today is to save, not to destroy. A degree is 
more easily obtained than in the medical pro- 
fession, two years covering the college course, 
and the practitioner has the advantage of 
working in the seciusion of her own home and 
during such hours as she sees fit. 

There is a dainty little lady up-town whose 
youth and appearance of having led a_ seclud- 
ed home hfe make the appellation “* doctor ”’ 
seem a misnomer, and the letters ** D. D. 8S.” 
after the name a slip of the pen, yet she is a 
successful dentist ; considers the profession an 
excellent one for women and lucrative. Re- 
ceiving with her school education the idea 
that every woman should have a profession or 
means of earning a livelihood the art of dent- 
istry appealed to her. Her patients are wom- 
en and children only, and if she consents to 
extract itis only in the case ofatiny first 
tooth of a timid child, ’ 

A little woman in Peekskill comes of a race 
of denvists, and was devoted to the profession 
from the time when, as a child, her father dis- 
covered her ingenuity in handling tools and 
fashioning cradles and wagons for her dolls. 
In a small town there is a general country 
practice, and the woman dentist has some 
amusing experiences. A suffering countryman, 
escorted by a sympathizing friend, appeared 
at the office one day and was nonplused at 
sight of a woman. He didn’t think “a little 
woman like that could pull his teeth,’ but 
after three large ones had disappeared he 
changed his mind, and the friend, unfamiliar 
with the energy and ability of the modern 
maiden, was moved to soliloquize: “ Well, 
when women get to pulling teeth, then cake’s 
made of dough.’”” A woman who came into 
the same office was not so easily convinced. 
She wasn’t “ going to have any little girl pull- 
her teeth with a string,” she said, and in-

A woman with ill-regulated nerve force 
could not take up the profession, but for that 
matter she is not fit to do anything well, 
whether caring for a child or in the trying 
matter of fitting a gown. 

There is still some prejudice against women 
in the profession of dentistry, but they have 
taken high rank in the colleges and given sat- 
isfaction to their patients. Several of the fe- 
male sovereigns of Europe have encouraged 
them by their patronage.

Yesterday was Thanksgiving day for the 
waif family. There will be no such family 
gathering in Chicago this week as yesterday’s 
was. 
Two o’clock was the hour set for the dinner, 
and there were no members of the family late. 
Neither were there any regrets. Every mem- 
ber of the family, came to the dinner and 
brought in addition to large and well de- 
veloped appetites sisters and brothers who 
also had large appetites. Every age was rep- 
resented from little Kunge George, two and a 
half years old, to boys and girls of 15 and 16 
years. Every guest of the mission knew 
Supt. Daniels, and knew, if not by past ex- 
perience then by common report, that the 
family dinner would be such a spread as is 
seen only once a year. 
The society reporter would speak of it asa 
chrysanthemum dinner. The waifs called it 
a “‘good one.”” Both reports would be cor- 
rect, for no one could say it wasn’t good, and 
the chrysanthemums were there on every 
table and in front of neariy every plate. 
Then, as in all well regulated society events 
where a banquet is included, there was a rose 
or a carnation beside each plate. 
It Is a Great Show. 
There was a man at the door of the armory, 
but he was not there to question children. All 
he had to do was to keep the grown folks from 
crowding in. It is a great show and lots of 
felks like to gather and watch the children. 
Admission to the galleries is by card only. 
Before the dinner began the galleries were all 
filled and there were many watching the push- 
, eager children from the main floor. The 
children were drawn up in double columns, 
the little boys first ple rising gradually to the 
big boys, who brought up the rear. Over in 
one corner the little girls were marshaied in 
two columns, with Hattie Judd and Clara 
Seavey, two of the teachers in the mission 
Sunday-school, as d marshals.

Homusteap, Pa., Nov. 20.—The great strike 

at Carnegte’s Homestead steel works has 
been declared off. After a five months’ strug- 
gle. which f.r bitterness .has probably never 
jen equaled in this country, the army of 
strikers finally decided today to give up the 
This action was taken at a meeting of 

the lodges of the Amalgamated Association at 

Homestead this afternoon, the vote standing 

101 in favor of declaring the strike off and 91 

against it. Among those present at the meet- 

ing were Vice President Carney, Secretary 

Kilgalion, Treasurer Madden, and David 

Lynch of the Advisory Board. The officials 

widressed the members and in plain words 

told them the sirike was lost and advised them 
to take steps to better their condition. 
The remarks met with considerable opposi- 

tion, but when the vote was taken it showed a 

majority of ten in favor of declaring the strike 


Tpose who were in favor of detlaring the 
strike off were jubilant, while those who were 
against it were badly put out. Most of the 
latter were men who were obstinate, and 
many were men who hadeither applied for 
positions in the mill and had been turned 
gown or feltsure that theirnames were on 
the company’s black-list and could not get 

‘tions. A member of the Advisory Board 
said today that he had been trying to get the 
strike declared off for some weeks, as he knew 
it was lost and it would have been better for 
the men, 48a great many more could have 
gotten their places back. 

In a Bad Plight. 


Those who 2annot get back are in a bad fix, 
as the relief funds wiil be stopped and many 
hundreds of them have nothing to live on. 
The people in Homestead, especially the busi- 
ness-men, are highly elated over the declara- 
tion to call the strike off, for if it had con- 
tinued much longer it would have ruined the 
town. Many business houses have fallen into 
the hands of the Sheriff since the strike Las 
been on. Business is expected to resume its 
norma! condition soon. 

The Homestead strike has proved one of 
the most disastrous in the history of the coun- 
try. It originated from a reduction in wages 
in the departments where meinbers of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers were empioyed. ‘The hitch was on 
what is known as the sliding scale. It is a 
scaie which reguiates the men’s wages by 
the market price of steel billets. Nearly 
every mill in this vicinity signed the scale, 
including other mills of the Carnegie com- 
pany. At the refusal of the firm to sign the 
scale for the Howestead mill a_ lockout 
occurred by the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, and they were joined by the mechanics, 
laborers who struck out of sympathy only, 
their wages not being reduced. The strmkers 
were determined to keep non-union men out 
of the mill and adopted military discipline. 
The story of the arrival and the bloody fight 
with the Pinkertons July 6, the subsequent 
riotous proceedings, and the calling out of the 
National Guard and its departure after three 
months’ duty is too well known to repeat. 
For six weeks the mill has been running al- 
most as well ae before the strike, but until 
within the last week the strikers have stead- 
fastly refused to admit defeat. * . 

: Caused Dismay. 

The news of to-day’s action was received 
with dismay by the strikers in the two Law- 
renceville mills of Carnegie.: These men 
were sympathy strikers and went out at the 

time the men at Beaver Falls and Duquesne 
struck. The Duquesne men gave up the fight 
4n three weeks and the Beaver Falls strikers 
decided to go back yesterday. The Law- 
renceville men, however, were steadfast and 
had no intention of giving in. They are now 
in the position of striking for no cause. They 
are angry at the Homestead men and will 
probably deciare the strike off tomorrow, 

strike at one time involved nearly 10,- 
000 men, and the less in wages wil! reach, it 
is said, in the neighborhood of $2,000,000. 
Then there is the immense loss to the firm, 
which cannot be estimated, but which con- 
servative people put at at least doubie the 
amount lost by the inen in wages. To this 
ean be added nearly a half million dollars 
paid to the State troops and the costs to the 
County of Allegheny for the riot, treason, and 
other cases growing out of the strike. 


WILL TRY TO SECURE. NEW LAWS. 


Trade and Labor Assembly to Work Hard 
for Desired Legislation This Winter. 

Having been driven to the conclusion that 
the existing Anti-Truck law and other statutes 
framed for their benefit are ineffectual, the 
Trade and Labor Assembly will endeavour to 
help itself by securing the passage of new 
laws to avoid the objections which have been 
found in the old ones. 

After a long afternoon’s work on the new 
constitution yesterday President Mitchell and 
Secretary Linehan got tired and departed, 
leaving “‘President”’ Pomeroy in the chair 
and Delegate O’Brien at the Secretary’s table. 
About 90 per cent of the members present 
went away, too. Those who remained settled 
down to work. George Schilling, Thomas J. 
Morgan, Mr. O’Brien, Mrs. Kavanagh, and a 
few more of-the leaders remained to hear a 
report from Chairman Coggswell of the Com- 
mittee on Legislation and to discuss it. 

Mr. Coggswell reported that the committee 
had examined into the reported violation of 
the Zruck law aud of the Eight-Hour law on 

the drainage work, and had found that the 
men in some places on the channel worked 
ten hours a day, calling it *‘ a day and a quar- 
ter,” anc that there seemed to be truck deal- 
ing insome of the camps in violation of law. 
Mr. Coggswell said that he had consulted Ed- 
Win Mayer as to the advisability of prose- 
cuting contractdrs for violations of the Truck 
law, and he had a report that the firm in ques- 
ticn could not be successfully prosecuted 
r the law, since it was not a manufactur- 

ig firm, and for the same reasons that firm 
did not come under the weekly payment law. 
F urther, the opinion declared that the law 
would probably be declared unconstitutional,

HOW BRAVE GEN. SEDGWICK DIED. 


The True Story of His Killing Told in 
Print for the First Time. 

New York Press: The Ninth Corps, under 
Burnside, lay on the left of tue Sixth Corps, 
under the brave Gen. John Sedgwick. His 
sterling worth was combined with an almost 
feminine modesty, and he never posed for 
public applause; but his achievement at Salem 
Church, above Fredericksburg, when he fought 
Lee’s victorious troops for five hour, with a 
single corps, and then safely transferred his 
men across the fiver under the fire of the 
rebel guns, was not surpassed in the four years. 
But, alas! his cool bravery ouly served him 
once, as a martyr. 

His corps was ordered to move from the 
right to the left toward North Anna River, 
passing the Ninth Corps ta the rear of it. The 
cag was with others comman¢ ‘ng the picket 

ine. 

Located immediately in our front, in the 
arms of a large oak that rose above the second 
growth of timber that was skirted with our 
pickets, who were in skirmiss lines, was a 
sharpshooter wh? had played deadly havoc on 
the lines of both the Sixth and Ninth Corps, 
dealing death to every officer especially who 
came within range. t had been obliged all 
day to avoid his aim by hugging close to the 
fine timber just back of our line. Gen. Sedg- 
wick had been examining his route of march, 
which must be made in the night, when he 
came through the open pine woods where I 
was. Seeing him approaching 1n open space 
he was warned of the danger. He simulingly 
replied : 

** Captain, have you been out here so long 
that your knees are weak? Can we not dis- 
lodge the reb with a shell? Let me see.”’ 

Riding out to where the view was clear he 
halted his horse, lifted his fiela glass to his 
eyes and satthus perhapsa half a minute, 
wheu his sight went out forever. One of the 
sharpshooter’s minie balls shrieked across 
the open and pierced his forehead. His death 
was instantaneous. : 

During the day an Indian named Silver- 
heels, belonging tothe artillery, was shot on 
the skirmish line. His tent mate, named Rat- 
tlesnake, was much bereft at the loss. He 
was close by Avhen Gen. Sedgewick fell. He 
was a great lover of Sedgwick, who had made 
him several presents for dangerous service. 

Coming to where I was Rattlesnake said: 
“ Too nush! Too mush, dat! Hedie or me 
die,’’ pointing to the sharpshooter. 

Covering himself with pine bougli he ven- 
tured cautiously into the open field, stood 
still like a bush when the reb was firing on the 
Ninth Corps, moving swiftl: when his gun 
smoke spouted toward the »ixth. Almost 
breathlessly I gladly saw his «nter the woods, 
A few minutes cnly and the crack of the rifle 
in the tree ceased forever, and Sedgwick and 
Silverheels were revenged. One long stifled 
rife shot down low in the woods was all that 
came to our ears. Rattlesnake reappeared, 
proud, erect, fearless, and hastened to me. 

His hands were in spots,so was his 
bosom. I ‘was afraid he had been wounded 
himself. He only said slowly and in bad En- 

lish: 
a Major, he no want scalp,’”’ aliuding to the 
com wander of our battalion.

The rebel dropped his gun and his 
cartridges. Then he jumped to the ground 
api offered to go anywhere. 

Rattlesnake examined him to see that he 
had no other weapons and thensaid: ‘* Go, 
go.”’ The sharpshooter was not long in obey- 
ing.

** Hello, reb; halt!’’ 

The reb stopped and turned when Rattle- 
snake said “* Sedgwick,’’ and the sharpshoot- 
er’s deadly work was ended. 

I always had ‘my suspicion as-to how that 
blood came on his shirt busom, but I do not 
know. One thing is certain, Rattlesnake did 
not goto the hospital forany wound to be 
dressed.

STORIES TOLD OF THE POET TENNYSON. 


The Stately Old Man Could Unbend on 
Occasion. 

An Englishman, writing to a London paper, 
quotes a whimsical little story told by Tenny- 
son. “It was, I think, in the year 1855,” says 
this correspoudent, “that I was visiting in 
Lincolnshire, and my host proposed that we 
should call on the Turners, on the chance 
of finding Tennyson there. He had just ar- 
rived a few days before, and was, fortunately, 


at home. My friend, asa Lincolnshire man, 
was already acquainted with him, and 
began at once to draw him out. This 


was no easy task, for, as he said after- 
ward, ‘Tennyson is just like a sleeping lion, 
who requires a great deal of stirring up be- 
fore he will roar.’ At last, however, the de- 
sired roarcame. The conversation turned on 
education and the spread of scientific knowl- 
edge. ‘* Yes,’ said Tennyson, ‘it is spreading, 
and it is crushing all the ro.nance and poetry 
out of children’s lives. It waa only yesterday 
I was walking in the fields with one of my 
nephews—a little chap of 8 or 10—when we 
came toa fairy ring. ‘ Look,’ 1 said, ‘look 
here, my boy; here is a fairy ring.’ ‘A what, 
uncie?’ he said, ‘Why, a fairy ring. The 
old folks would tell you that these 
fairy rings are s0 called because the 
fairies were dancing here last night.’ 
*O, uncle,’ he replied, guite gravely, ‘it is 
well known that these fairy rings, as you call 
them, are caused by a species of fungus.’ 
““The following coincidence,’ adds this 
writer, *‘ will at least be considered curious: 
A friend of mine, who has been a life-long 
student of Tennyson, -at last gained an intro- 
duction to him. His object in doing so was 
to obtain from the pvet himself an explana- 
tion of certain ‘things hard to be understood ’ 
in the ‘ In Memoriam,’ on which he had exer- 
cised his poor wits in vain for many a long 
year. In the course of the conversation my 
friend’s copy of Tennyson passed into the 
poet’s hands. Turning over the pages he sud- 
denly exclaimed: ‘* Why did you write ‘ Bar- 
mouth’ against this stanza?’ ‘ Because,’ 
said my friend, ‘1 read it there.’ ‘ Well, that 
is most extraordinary,’ was the reply, ‘ for I 
wrote it there.’ ”’

prove his assertion that however unapproach- 
able in the usual way Tennyson might be, the 
stately poet could, on occasion, unbend. Some 
years ago, when Lord (then Mr.) Tennyson 
used to stay with an old friend in Hamilton 
Terrace, the cloaked ard slouched-hatted 
figure attracted much attention as he took his 
daily constitutional up and down that broad 
St. John’s Woud’ boulevard.

' restrictions’ on marriage Was one of the sub- 
jecis that most interested the State Society of 
Homeopathic Physicans which met in this 
city a few days ago, says the New York Sun, 
A paper on the subject read by Dr. William 
M. L. Fiske, President of the society, was fol- 
lowed by the appointment of 8 special com. 
mittee, of which Dr. Fiske is Chairman, that

sion. Dr. Fiske is enthusiastic in this mat- 
ter. To a Sun reporter he said: 
* That subject will have a plain and fair dis- 
cussion before the Legislature if I live to 
bring it about. Critics of my paper have 
charged me with Bellamyism, but that is not 
gong to discourage me. As I look at it, there 
is very little Bellamyism about this matter, 
but, on the contrary, it_involves a very prac- 
tical social question. For_ instance, the sta- 
tistics of insanity in the United States show 
that one-half of all the insane cared forin asy- 
lums are sufferers from hereditary insanity. 
Now, if we can reduce by one-half the number 
of persons whose maintenance in the insane 
asylums is a tax on the public, that would bea 
most desirable achievement, considered both 
socially and pulitically. ; 

‘*Take the ease of confirmed dipsomaniacs, 
It is known to those who have studied this 
phase of the question that marriages between 
persons so afflicted result ip a breed who 
must bea burden on the public. Is it not 
practical and reasonable, then, for the State 
to forbid the marriage of the insane and con- 
firmed dipsomaniacs? 

‘‘There is a strong but,in my judgment, 
foolishly misdirected sympathy which not only 
consents but actually encourages marriage 
between deaf mutes. Such unions result in 
more deaf mutes, and it is not denied that 
such persons in a large proportion are a bur- 
den and tax on the community. If a deaf 
mute marries a normal person the afflict.on 
may be ‘ bred out,’ as stock breeders term it, 
but it is not bred out, rather bred in, where 
both parties to the marriage are afilicted. 
Should not the State, for its protection and 
improvement, prevent that? 

‘*Then there is what 1s, perhaps, the most 
obvious evil of all, the marriage of confirmea 
criminals. Penalogists treat crime as a dis- 
ease in certain cases. is not a thing, in 
many cases, that can be cured by moral 
suasion or penal punishment. It is a disease 
which can be transmitted to offsprings as 
many other taints are. Yet the State allows 
marriages between such Criminals, with the 
terrible results perfectly known, More crimi- 
nals, more danger for the community, more 
tax for the prevention of orime, more tax for 
the care of criminals. Is it not a senseless, 
more than that, a wicked sympathy or indif- 
ference that permits the breeding of the in- 
sane, of drunkards, of criminals? We are in- 
clined to regard Brazil a8 a semi-barbarous 
nation, yet there are States of that country 
which have adopted and enforce laws govern- 
ing this evil. 

‘There are many diseases, too, which do 
not belong to the ciasses I have mentioned, 
which are hereditary, and which cause only 
misery, helplessness, pauperism. Ihave been 
charged by some critics with including tuber- 
culosis, scrofula, and cancer amung those. 
That is not so. I am not prepared now to 
say just how these diseases will be treated 
by the committee which is to present the 
whole subject to tae Legislature. They may 
not be considered at all, as we know that the 
marriage of a person tainted with these dis- 
eases witha healthy person may result in 
breeding out the disease, But there are blood 
taints which the medical fraternity 1s agreed 
are certain to reappear in offspring, even 
though one parent is free from the taint, and 
the State should prohibit marriages which are 
certain to result in diseased offspring. 

‘“‘T have never yet heard an argument 
against such restrictions upon marriage that 
was not based wholly upon sympathy or sen- 
timent. Every one admits readily enough 
that it would be a blessing to reduce crime, 
insanity, drunkennesé, and incurable disease, 
yet when we propose doing so in a scientific 
and practical manner there is a cry raised 
about interference with the rightg and liber- 
ties of the individual. 

“IT have seen in my @xperience, as every 
man of wide observation must have seen, 
good, pure girls marry drunkards with the 
angelic purpose of effecting a reform through 
the influence of love. That is very beautiful, 
of course, sentimentally considered. How- 
ever, [have never seen any result but a ruined 
life, unhappy home, tainted children from 
such a marriage, if the man was a confirmed 
dipsomaniac, 


THE KOOLAK A RUSSIAN VAMPIRE. 


Plunders the Peasants of Their Last Kopeck 
by Usury. 

St. Petersburg Letter in London Telegraph: 
I have frequently called attention to the de- 
plorable condition of the Russian peasantry 
under the tyranny of the village usurers. The 
Societe Economique has now published a cal- 
culation that the rural population is paying 
two hundred millions per annum interest to 
the koolaks. This is about equivalent to the 
interest annually paid on the national debt. 
In fact, the usurers have discounted the State 
revenues and gradually sucked the peasantry 
so dry that they are now refusing to have any- 
thing more to do with them. 

Hitherto when a conimune could not pay its 
taxes the koolak paid and took the crops of 
the population for several years in advance as 
repayment. Now, however, by a long process 
of this exhaustive drain upon them the peas- 
antry have been redu to such utter ruin 
that even the koolaks will no longer lend. The 
result, of course, will be that none of the 


possible to collect taxes until the peasants 
have recovered somewhat. And, unless a 
check is put on the koolaks, this recovery can 
never take place, for as soon as it begins the 
koolak will recommence his operations. 

A few examples will show what has been 
I take them from a 
smail local paper, the Priazovski Krau. 

Two years ago a peasantin the District of 
Rostoff borrowed 100 rubles at 5 per cent per 
month, giving a bill for 200. Not being able 
to pay his 160 at the end of the first year he 
renewed, giving this time a bill for 320. He 
then had 96 interest, making a total of 256 
rubles; at the end of the second year he had a 
good crop, which brought him in 200, all of 
which he had to pay, and remained still a 


In 1891 the peasants of the Village of Kar- 
lovna borrowed from the koolak Antoinsheff 
3,000 poods of rye against 500 desiatines of 
their best land for nine years. This year they 
are buying back theirland at 17 rubles a desia- 
tine. In another village the peasants sold 
their barley crop in advance to a kovolak for 
35 kopecks a pood, and are now delivering it 
to him, though the market price today is from 
85 to 90 kopecks, Comment on these exam- 
ples is quite superfluous.

IN THE YALE-HARVARD GAME. 


Old Affair— Yale Men 


with Princeton. 


New York, Nov. 20.—; Special. |—By far the 
most interesting feature of the big game at 
Springfield was the new wedge brought out by 
Harvard. It was invented early in the season 
by Mr, Deland, a Harvard football theorist. 
Many of the Harvard mem nave been in the 
habit of making fun of what they have termed 
“Prof.” Deland’s “chessboard footbail.” 
They accused the professor of sitting up nights 
to play football solitaire on a chessboard. 

For once, however, footbali theories were 
worked out profitably in a game. The flying 
wedge proved conclusively its advantages over 
the old bungling, stumbling; slow-moving 
affair. When the Harvard men took their places 
for the wedge the look on the faces of the 
Yale men was comical tosee. They looked 
at each other inquiringly and then looked at 
McCormick, the Captain. He knew no more 
what was coming than his men. 

When Trafford gave the signal and his men 
came sprinting down upon him, Yale was 
invre. puzzled than ever.

Umpire Coffin Accused of Being Unfair. 


The Harvard men are much exercised over 
what they term the unfair ruling of Umpire 
Coffin in the Springfield game, with reference 
to the touchdown which they claim.

Whether Bliss 
misjudged the bail or whether he was inter- 
fered with by Hallowell will probably never 
be known except by those two players. At 
any rate, Bliss touched the ball with his fin- 
gers as it descended, but failed to catch it. The 
bali bounded behind the goal iine, where 
Bliss fell upon it and Hallowell fell upon 
Blias. Umpire Coffin claimed that Hallowell 
haa interfered with Bliss and gave the latter a 
fair catch.

It was stated along the lines at Springfield 
that before the game started Cumner had

Trafford would not do it. Had Trafford taken 
the advice it would certainly have had a 
marked effect on the result of the game, as 
events proved. Hinkey played rougher than 
any man in either team, and was especially 
rough with bis knees in tackling. Emmons 
felt the force of them and so did poor Upton. 
What Will Be Done with Princeton? 
Now thatthe flag of Harvard has fallen 
speculation is rife as to what the Yale bull- 
dog will do with Princeton. It is safe to say 
that the morning of the Thanksgiving day 
battle the betting odds will be at least 6 to 1 
in favor of Yale. [he New Haven colle 
should find nothing unreasonable in these odds 
when they were willing to bet four to one 
against Harvard. Princeton certainly plays a 
weaker defensive game than Harvard, al- 
though its interference is a shade better. 
The Princeton men have had the atventiae 
of seeing Yale put forth its utmost strengt 
against Harvard, and the tigers are weli aware 
that the strength of the Springfield game can- 
not be improved upon to any great extent by 
next Thursday. On the contrary, it has been 
iwo weeks since the Yale men have been able 
to get a line on their Jersey rivals, and the 
tatter have had an opportunity to improve 
their game since then.

His bravery was shown by the face 
that immediately on his return to the North 
after his expedition he entered the navy 
where he served throughout the war. He died 
a couple of years ago, when all the newspapers 
printed eulogies of him. I heard him say to 
one of the officers that he had set out to re- 
lieve the fort and he was determined todo it. 
‘Give me the word,’ he said, ‘and I will run 
up there whatever takes: place.’ You see 
while he was in command of the vessel 
he was not in command of the expedition. 
The vessel was chartered by the army 
authorities. But the commander i 
not to make the attempt. There was 
no army Captain on board, only three Lieu- 
tenants—Webb, Wood, and Morris—also Dr. 
Tenbrock. Woud, I think, was the ranking 
officer. We arrived off Charleston Jan. 9, 1861, 
and the first shot of the war was fired on that 
day. It was fired at the Star of the West. No 
answering shot came from Fort Sumter, and 
the officers in our party came to the conclu- 
sion that Maj. Audersun had surrendered and 
that the rebels were in the fort. In conse- 

uence they did not goto the fort, for they 

ought that they would fall into a trap and 
the whole party would be captured if they did 
so. We had no guns on the vessel with which 
to repel an attack. The men, of course, were 
armed, but the vessel could not have withstood 
a fire from the guns of the fort. 

“There had been a good deal said about 
who should fire the first shot and Maj. Ander- 
son naturally did not want to be the one to do 
it. Hethought that the firing by the rebels 
on the Star of the West was merely a wish to 
draw his tire. He knew nothing about our ex- 
pedition and its purpose, although the rebels, 
through somebody’s treachery, were fully 
posted. Had the officers on our vessel had 
any idea that Maj. Aanderson was in the fort 
we would have gone there. We had 
supplies on board enough to last him a 

ear and we had 200 soldiers to reinforce him. 
th sides made a big blunder. I really be- 
lieve that if we had gone into the fort we 
could have held it throughout the war. You 
know that Fort Sumter was never captured— 
Maj. Anderson only evacuated it, saluting his 
colors as he withdrew. No, sir, the failure of 
that expedition was not due to any lack of 
bravery un Capt. McGowan’s part. 

**The expedition was very quietly arranged, 
yet the rebels were kept well informed of our 
plans. I was 4 non-commissioned officer then 
on Governor’s Island. On Jan. 4 we were 
ordered out for review in the afternoon. Gen. 
Scott, whose headquarters were over in New 
York, was expected, so it was said, to come 
over to review us. Well, we were drilled and 
kept at one thing and another all the after- 
noon, Then, toward dark, we. were taken 
down to the water and embarked on a 
vessel No one had any idea where 
we were going. The commandmg officer, 
Maj. Holmes, was so affected at our 
leaving that he shook hands with every one of 
us and tears were in his eyes. The old rascal. 
He afterward skipped out and went South and 
joined the Rebel army and was made a Gen- 
erai—Gen. Theophilus Holmes, There was 
another officer (Johnson—Edward Johnson 
long after I had charge of him and cord 
him as a Rebel prisoner to Fort Lafayette. 
Holmes, I suppose, thought we were all going 
away to be killed. 

**It had been intended to have the govern- 
ment war vessel, the Brooklyn, take part in 
the expedition and meet us at Charleston, but 
we saw nothing of it and afterward learned 
that it had been sent down to Florida to Fort 
Pickens. : 
“The boat on which we embarked carried 
us to the Star of the West, which was —— 
out in tne bay. Going down the coast we ha 
a very pleasant sort of a time, though no one 
knew where he was going. It was intended to 
get up to the fort before daylight, but the pilot 
whom we picked up at night below Charleston 
said that the lights along the shore had been 
put out and that he could not, in consequence, 
get his bearings. The officers had their sus- 
icions of the nan, but could not be certain. 
he consequence was that we did not get up 
to Charleston till after davlight and were seen, 
of course. Then they began firmg on us. One 
shot was imbedded in the vessel, but with that 
exception no harm was dore us. But had it 
not been fur a mistake in judgment Fort Sum- 
ter would have been relieved.”’

. “This is much the nearest of any recorded 
approach to the earth by Biela’s comet. The 
distance between the two when they cross each 
other’s path is y dmminishing. Exactly 
three revolutions of the comet are performed 
in twenty years, and it is no mere alarmist 
view to say that there are astronomical rea- 
sons for thinking that the two will ultimately 
come together, unless the path of Biela be 
again changed fae action of some disturb- 
ing planet, as it once been already by the 
action of Jupiter.

“ Prof. Harkness, however, calculated it as 
possible, if not probable, that the actual 
quantity of matter in Enckes’ comet is not 
more than about one-fortieth of the enormous 
amount stated in the foregoing, that is, about 
one five-hundredth part of the weight of the 
moon.

It has 
moved thence towards the Square of Pegasus, 
and from its present position will sweep rap- 
idly into Aquaries, passing a little east of uhe

Thinks It Is Biela’s Comet. 

Prof. Berberich of Berlin is devoting his 
entire time to this new comer. He has given 
out as his belief that this is none other than 
the comet of Biela, whose disappearance has 
mystified astronomers. Biela’s comet was 
discovered in February, 1826, and cavorted 
around in the heavens then and subsequently 
to the distraction of astronomers who thought 
they had the universe down pat. 

Prof. Lewis Boss of the Dudley Observ- 

atory at Albany, N. Y., who saw the new 
comet Nov. 13, thinks it is Biela’s comet.. He 
18 of the opinion that there is likely to be a 
close approach ‘between the comet and the 
earth, and he mentions Nov. 28 as the date 
when the two bodies are likely to come c! osest 
tugether. He estimates the outside nebulosity 
of the comet as 36,000 miles, which makes it a 
veritable monster. 
December, 1845, Biela’s comet split into two 
parta and each half moved rapidly away from 
its companion. The force of the explosion 
“was so great that the two parts of the comet 
were separated in twenty-four hours 170,000 
miles. The comet was a long way from the 
earth when the split occurred, and no harm re- 
sulted to this planet. 


SAYS IT ISN’T BLiELA’S COMET, 


Prof. Boss Believes the Fiery Wanderer Is 
Going from the Earth. 

Arpany, N. Y., Nov. 20.—[Special.}|—The 
comet which Holmes discovered Nov, 6 and 
whichhas generally been accepted as Biela’s 
lost comet has been determined by Prof. Lewis 
Boss of the Dudley Observatory not to be that 
comet, and that in reality it is traveling away 
from the earth. Instead of being within 11,- 
000,000 miles oi the earth it is in fact 250,009,- 
000 miles distant from it. No exact com- 
putation has been made, When 
first discovered this comet was a mere speck, 
but its appearance in the heavens where 
it was first found was so unexpected and 
startling that astronomers all over the world 
were inclined to believe it was Bhela’s lost 
comet. From his first observation Prof. 
Boss has been slow to accept this theory, al- 
though he admitted that it was traveling near- 
ly in the track of Biela’s comet. Prof. 
Boss says that in all probability tne comet is 
a new one heretofore unknuwn to astronomers 
and that it is traveling away from instead of 
toward the earth. At present he is unable to 
state with certainty what it 1s. 


SERMON TO UNIVERSITY STUDENTS, 


Dr. Barrows Preaches on “ Truth and Com- 
fort of Christian Theism.” 

Northwestern University has established a 
course of university sermons to be preached 
once a month at Evanston by representative 
ministers of various denominations. The first 


Rev. Dr. John Henry Barrows, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, Chicago, iu the 
First Methodist Church of Evanston. The 
body of the church was reserved for and filled 
with students and members of the faculty. 
President Rogers of the University presided. 
The sermon was on “ The Truth and Com- 
fort of Christian Theism,’’ the text being Mat- 
thew vi., 9: “Our Father Which Art in 
Heaven.’’ Dr. Barrows said in part: 

Martin Luther said: * The best name by which 
we can think of God is Father.” It is certain 
that men generally have recognized that they-are 
intimately connected by spiritual blood with the 
Author of all things; that hence they are bound 
to worship and to please him, and that without 
his favor they are pluoged into despair. In view 
of what is observed in the world of mind and the 
world of nature, men have been cvunvinced of 
their origin in a sipreme power, their need of su- 
preme love, and their peril before the Supreme 
Author of the moral law within. The human 
mind in its natural working is strongly theistic. 
Material elements and emotions, however mar- 
velous, furnish us no such revelation of God as is 
found in mind, the spirit of man that thinks and 
loves and chooses and worships. 

What is the meaning of tne moral law? If you 
ask history she answers ‘‘God,”’ Pointing to the 
smoke of nun:berless sacrifices she declares that 
men have deemed themselves accountable to a 
Supreme Being, and that tbe moral law is the 
source and occasion of that greatest fact of his- 
tory. religion. If you ask philosophy what it 
means she repeats her sublime axiom that every 
effect demands an adequate cause. The moral 
law is a stupendous effect, and points, together 
with all lower effects, to that Supreme first cause 
for which, as Herbert Spencer has said, “* We 
have more evidence than for any trath whatever,.”’ 
If you make your appeal to the morual sense itself 
when touched by a feeling of remorse, you get an 
answer in the words of penitent David, “ Against 
thee, and thee only, have I sinned.”

BAGLEY SAYS HE DOESN'T KNOW 
WHY HE STOLE THE $100,000. 


He Talks of His Case as if It Were & 
Psychological Mystery— He Took the 
Money Upon a Momentary and Inex- 
plicable Impulse—Why He Went to 
Mrs. Miller’s House—He Would Like to 
Be Retained by the Express Company 
in Some Other Position. 

George I. Bagley, the messenger of the 
United States Express company who robbed 
the safe in his charge of $100,000 at Daven- 
port, Ia., is locked up at the Harrison Street 
Station. When seen by a reporter for Tue 
Trrpune he had just finished a good dinner 
furnished by the officers of the company and 
was smoking a cigar. Heisin one of the 
cells reserved for witnesses, not in the ordi- 
nary criminal row. He appears penitent, but 
not downcast, and sometimes talks as if his 
case were a psychological mystery. 

He cannot account for his action, he says. 
The robbery of the eafe was the result of a 
momentary and inexplicable impulse. For a 
time he was unconscious of the nature or 
enormity of his crime. Then suddenly com- 
ing to his senses and looking at the broken 
$50,000 package, from which he had extracted 
$1,000, he felt that he would give all he ever 
had and even his life if he could put back the 
money and restore the package to its original 
condition so as to prevent all suspicion’ that 
it had been tampered with. Bewildered, he 
wondered what he should do, and about his 
first thought was to leave the two pack- 
ages of $50,000 in the potato sack, where he 
had placed them, and, after arriving in CUhica- 
go, shoulder the sack, take it to the express 
office, and confess the whole story. But here 
the fear of the consequences came in and he 
concluded to take the money with him and 
escape. . 

‘Visits the Bartender. 

After hiding the booty in the hay he again 
became troubléd and at 7 o’clock he boarded 
a Rock Island train and rode as far as Geneseo, 
where he visited a friend of his, a bartender 
named James Kay.

He agreed to 
do #o and then, after giving Kay $950 of the 
$1,000 abstracted from the package, told him 
where the other $99,000 was hidden, and 
asked him if anything should happen 
that he would get the money and turn it over 
to the express company. 

When asked if he had no fears that Kay 
would gu and get the money and keep it him- 
self he saic he had not. His confidence in his 
friend was justified by the fact that Kay had 
twenty-four hours in which to get it, if he 
wished, and he would have no trouble in find- 
ing it, for he had particulars and a diagram of 
the place where the treasure was hidden.
